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Housing Is Centralized

WASHINGTON — Central- 
ized family housing offices 
will soon be set up at military 
installation level for all 
branches of the service, the 
Defense Department an- 
nounced this week. 


This means that in areas where 
there are Army, Air Force and 
Navy installations a centralized 
office will handle the housing for 
all branches of the -service. This 
may make it easier, or in some 
cases, more difficult to get family 
quarters. 

The new offices also will be 
charged with planning, construc- 
tion, operation and maintenance 
of housing. The latter promises 
to give families quicker and better 
repair work. 

The new setup will start at 
the top, with a centralized hous- 
ing office directly under the sec- 
retary of Defense. Then other 
offices will be created at inter- 
mediate and installation levels 
within the military departments. 

John J. Reed, of Alexandria, 
Va., has been selected to serve 
as Deputy Assistant Secretary of 
Defense for Family Housing in 
the office of the Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense for Installations 
and Logistics. 

At the latest count, the De- 
fense Department, including all 
branches of the service, owned 
384,000 family housing units. 
Centralized repair was decided 
upon in areas where there are 
more than one branch of the serv- 
ice. 

In the case of obtaining quar- 
ters, it may help some families. 
For instance, if the Air Force 
has an excess of housing in a 
certain area, Army or Navy fami- 
lies could be assigned to those 
quarters. 

Centralized control of housing 
also is expected to give the De- 
fense Department a “better talk- 
ing point” when it goes to Con- 
gress to ask for new construction 
funds. 

The order for centralized of- 
fices followed recommendations 
made by the Advisory panel of 
Family Housing appointed by De- 
fense Secretary Robert S. McNa- 
mara last 4 October. It conducted 
what was said to be “an intensive 
reappraisal of all Department of 
Defense policies and _ criteria 
governing military family hous- 
ing.” 

Chairman of the panel was 
Deputy Secretary of Defense Ros- 
well L. Gilpatric, and members in-

W ASHINGTON~— The 
Army will begin sending 
small units to Europe without 
dependents in March, a high 
Defense Department official 
confirmed this week. 

He said. the program will be 
“started on a small basis, rather 
than large, to see how it works.” 

A spokesman pointed out that 
the short tours — from three to 
six months — would allow the 
Army to shift units without de- 
pendents and reinforce strategie 
areas with combat elements. 

Before the rotation of units with- 
out dependents was confirmed 
here, the Army admitted that De- 
fense was considering a proposal 
for short cycle rotation of from 
three to six months “for certain 
units, including small ground 
units.” 

“Under the proposal, dependents 
would not accompany military per- 
sonnel on such short tours nor 
would their transportation be au- 
thorized for such a tour,” the Army 
said. 

The decision to try short cycle 
rotation of units is similar to a 
practice followed by some who are 
replaced by a unit from another 
station. Air Force’s strategic Air 
Command rotates units around 
more frequently, with some tours 
lasting only a few weeks. 

More than three years ago, the 

Army dropped operation Gyro- 
scope, which involved the rotation 
of complete units. However, Gyro- 
scope units were faced with tours 
of more than 30 months, in the 
case of the recular Army soldier 
instead of the few months now pro- 
posed. 
«'” Gyroscope, dependents were 
sent overseas on a permanent 
change of station. After a long test, 
Gyroscope was scrapped, it was 
said, because of high cost. Com- 
manders also contended that the 
combat effectiveness of the Army 
suffered during Gyroscope. 

The effect on morale of short 
tours overseas without families is 
hard to predict. 

Pentagon observers noted that 
the move to try the short tours re- 
flects continued anxiety over the 
balance of payments deficit. The 
short tours are aimed at reducing 
dependents overseas, thus easing 
the payments situation. 

It is also believed here that the 
short tours will increase the com- 
bat flexibility of the Army and 
allow. more troops to become famil- 
iar with places they may have to 
defend. 

While a sizeable cut in the num- 
ber of ‘dependents overseas is cal- 
culated to improve U.S. financial 
woes, segments of foreign commu- 
nities that serve U.S. dependents 
will be hard hit by the short tours 
without dependents. 

In trial runs of the short cycle 
rotations, small units will apparent-

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Laggard Reserve Officers 
Face Discharge and Draft

WASHINGTON — The 
Army is changing its enforce- 
ment policy for obligated offi- 
cers in the Ready Reserve re- 
inforcement pool who refuse 
to train without pay. 

An officer who fails to earn the 
required number of training points 
in any year no longer will face 
the threat of mandatory orders to 
45-days’ active duty training. 

Instead, he'll lose his draft- 
deferred status and become sub- 
ject to discharge and_ subse- 
quent induction as an enlisted 
man, 

The change stems from a new 
legal opinion issued by the office 
of the Judge Advocate General. 





The draft possibility was previous- 
ly a last resort to be used against 
such violators if the 45-day orders 
failed to induce “satisfactory par- 
ticipation” in unpaid training. 

Some years ago, Army lawyers 
decided that obligated officers 
could not be ordered to perform 
training without pay if other per- 
sonnel were performing the same 
type of training with pay. However, 
reserve obligation laws permit the 
Army Secretary to prescribe train- 
ing requirements the individual 
must fulfill to maintain “satisfac- 
tory” status.

graduates. There are more than 
40,000 such officers in Ready Re- 
serve control groups without paid 
training assignments. 

A portion of these officers, nor- 
mally about half, can be sent to 
summer camp or other special 15- 
day paid training tours each year. 
But all are required by regula- 
tions, AR 135-90, to earn 24 addi- 
tional retirement points each year 
by “voluntary” participation in re- 
serve training activities. 

Numerous means of earning 
these points.are spelled out in AR- 
140-305, but nearly all carry no 
pay. For example, the individual 
may attend meetings of a drill unit 
or USAR school in attached status 
or carry out special projects. The 
most common method is exten- 
sion course studies. 

In December 1960, the Army an- 
nounced a regulation change under 
which the obligated officer who 
failed to earn his 24 points through 
the “voluntary” unpaid means of- 
fered would, mandatorily, be or- 
dered to 45-days’ active duty train- 
ing. It was felt then that the law 
establishing this enforcement meas- 
ure did not limit its application 
to those who ducked only paid par- 
ticipation in training. 

However, the first test of the 
policy came recently when an of- 
ficer in a Midwestern state chal- 
lenged the legality of his 45-day 
orders. JAG authorities reviewed 
their opinion and decided that ob- 
ligated officers, because they are 
not ordered to perform unpaid 
training, cannot be punished for 
not doing it. But, by failing to earn 
the required points, an officer fails 
to fulfill his reserve training obli- 
gation and will be reported to his 
local draft board as an “unsatis- 
factory” participant. 


“Hiss” Victim 
Finally Gets 
His Back Pay

WASHINGTON — The Com- 
ptroller General last week wrote 
his first decision affecting a man 
whose retired pay has been with- 
held because of the Hiss Act, but 
who is now eligible for payments 
because of the recent amendment 
to the controversial law. The man 
had been retired and later re- 
called to active duty. 

The decision (B-147094) got 
right down to business and de- 
lared that the man a retired Army 
master sergeant, no longer is af- 
fected by the Hiss Act because the 
law now covers only cases involving 
violations of national security. Be- 
fore Congress amended the act dur- 
ing its first session in 1961, service- 
men were not eligible to draw re- 
tired pay if they had been con- 
victed of a felony in connection 
with their status as servicemen. 

The retired master sergeant is 
now due reimbursal of retired pay 
since he was placed on the retired 
list in 1955. He will not receive as 
much, however, as he may have ex- 
pected. His court-martial provides 
an interesting interpretation of 
military law. - .

Redeye 


Production Seen

WASHINGTON—In 1962 


, Pentagon officials hope to 


start production of at least two missile systems and begin 
distribution of two others to field units. 


Missile systems expected to go 
into full production are the Persh- 
ing and Redeye. 

Pershing, scheduled to replace 
the Redstone missile which has 
contributed much to the U.S. space 
effort, has compiled one of the 
best research and development 
firing records of any U.S. missile. 
Highly mobile, it can be trans- 
ported by four tracked vehicles, by 
helicopter, or the fixed wing 
Caribou transport. 

Exact production date for the 
Pershing is undisclosed, but Lt. 
Gen, Arthur Trudeau, Chief of 
Research and Development, said 
in New York in October that 
production would begin soon. 

Pershing far exceeds the Red- 
stone’s 200-mile range. The 
Pershing is known to have a 
range of at least 700 miles, and 
some estimates place the mis- 
sile’s range in the neighborhood 
of 1000 miles. 

The system’s fine R&D record 
has earned it the attention of the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration, the Air Force and 
NATO. Recent accounts indicate 
that Pershing is being considered 
for use by several NATO powers.

ANOTHER item officials expect 
to see production begin on in 1962 
is the Redeye shoulder-fired air 
defense weapon. The ground-to-air 
rocket uses infrared guidance to 
home in on aircraft exhausts. The 
rocket is supposed to fly to the 
exhaust pipe, where its one-pound 
warhead explodes and destroys the 
aircraft. 

Redeye’s launcher is four feet, 
three inches in diameter, weighs 
20 pounds and is in appearance 
similar to the bazooka. Interviews 
with Pentagon officers indicate 
that the weapon will require 
schooling to operate. 

The weapon also is to be used 
by the Marines. Marine spokesmen 
have revealed that because of the 
usual first year costs of design, 
testing, development and tooling, 
each Redeye will cost more than 
$7700. In the next two years, cost 
will probably level off at about 
$2000 each. 

Early this year, it became 
known that the Redeye program 
had encountered difficulty. Testify- 
ing before a House Appropriations 
subcommittee, Lt. Gen. Robert W. 
Colglazier Jr., Deputy Chief of 
Staff for Logistics, said that the 
Redeye had encountered technical 
problems. Another witness, Col. R. 
B. Firehock, then assigned to the 
Chief of R&D, said there was 
“slippage” in the program.

NEW MISSILES that may be in 
troop hands in 1962 are the Davey 
Crockett and the Sergeant missile. 
The Sergeant’s future is clouded 
by reports that no funds for the 
system will be available in the 
fiscal year 1963 budget. 

But Army spokesmen have main- 
tained for several months that the 
Army was counting on having the 
missile and was making plans to 
introduce the system to troops. 
More than $377.7 million has been 
spent on the Sergeant. 

The Army hopes to replace the 
seven-year-old Corporal missile 
with the atomic capable Serg- 
eant. Several months ago 
Pentagon Ordnance experts told 

Army Times that work on the 

missile was being conducted 

“with a sense of urgency.” 

Production of the missile is un- 
der way, according to Sperry Utah, 








the prime contractor. In Septem- 
ber, the company announced that 
Sergeant deliveries to training 


schools had been completed and’ 


missiles in production would go to 
troops. 

Although most Pentagon officials 
decline comment, it is expected 
that the atomic capable Davy 
Crockett rocket will join troops in 
1962. One official who recently 
returned from Europe speculated 
that the rocket is already there. 

The Davy Crockett, organic to 
infantry, will enable units to use 
small, low yield atomic weapons 
without calling for artillery sup- 
port and without endangering 
friendly units or contaminating 
surrounding areas.

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ROA Hits 
On Reserve Call-Ups

WASHINGTON—The Reserve Officers Association this 
week sharply criticized Defense Secretary Robert McNamara 
for failure to back the performance of Army Reserve and 
National Guard units called to active duty during the cur- 


rent emergency. 

In a 2000-word “white paper” 
issued by its national president, 
Rear Adm. John H. Harlin 
(USNR), the association called the 
call-up of 156,000 reservists as a 
“genuinely magnificent perform- 
ance” that demonstrates the re- 
serve program is “an integral, ef- 
fective part of our deterrent 
force.” 


The Association said the call-up 
and the “attendant distortion of 
both the performance and the char- 
acter of the reserve accomplish- 
ment has created widespread na- 
tional libel. In spite of this mag- 
nificent performance and the ef- 
ferts of some military leaders to 
keep. alive the reservists’ fine 
spirit, many distortions persist.” 

ROA said it “is unfortunate that 
the Secretary of Defense has per- 
miited to go unchallenged many 
public misconceptions about the 
reserve program. The widespread 
result of unfairly discrediting re- 
serve organizations, and the re- 
serve programs as a whole, threat- 
ens a severe undermining of morale 
in the reserve components.

It also asserted that 
the “citizen-soldier” had no spokes- 
man “in the shadowy recesses of 
the Pentagon where decisions are 
reached by mysterious methods not 
shared with the American people 
—or even with Congress.” 

The criticism prompted a quick 
reply from the Defense Depart- 
ment. A departmental statement 
issued through Arthur Sylvester, 
Assistant Secretary for Public Af.- 
fairs, asserted confidence in the 
Reserves, but said nothing of ru- 
mored possibility that the depart- 
ment may seek Congressional au- 
thority to revise the reserve pro- 
gram. 

“Contrary to the impression the 
statement by the leadership of the 
Reserve Officers Association tries 
te create,” the statement said, “the 
Defense Department is fully con- 
vinced of the importance and capa- 
bilities of the Reserve system and 
the indispensable contribution 
which the Reserve forces make to 
the security of the nation.”

Officer Specialists 
In Short Supply 


WASHINGTON—Officer special- 
ists, particular those in the R&D 
and the “cold war activities” fields, 
are in short supply, the Army told 
its personnel experts at the last 
G-1 conference. Every effort must 
be made to use such men in their 
special qualifications. 

The Army pointed out that 
atomic energy and R&D specialists 
on the one hand, and fast, PSY- 
WAR, civil affairs and _ special 
forces officers are identifiable by 
MOS or by the entry in item 15 of 
DA form 66, the officer qualifica- 
tion record.

It declared that “careful 
management of our nation does 
not rest upon dollar management 
alone.” 

The paper said Reserve difficul- 
ties are compounded by abolition 
of the posts of assistant secretary 
for personnel and reserves in each 
of the service departments and 
“obvious downgrading” of reserve 
interests. 

“Our reliance upon the citizen- 
soldier is more than a cherished 
tradition; it is a demonstrable 
strength. No civilization has ever 
survived through a reliance solely 
upon the professional military or- 
ganizations, however skilled and 
dedicated they might be. 

“It is more important today than 
ever in history that there be a 
more ready, widely dispersed mili- 
tary capability. We need a trained 
Ready Reserve of many millions 
of men and women and any poten- 
tial enemy must be aware of our 
preparedness—if national survival 
is to be achieved,” the ROA paper 
concluded.

WASHINGTON—The U.S. lost 
its first soldier in more than two 
years in South Vietnam, last week. 

SP4 James T. Davis, assigned to 
MAAG in Vietnam was killed 10 
miles west of Saigon when the 
vehicle he was riding in hit a mine.

Davis’s next of kin was listed 
as his wife, Mrs. Geraldine Davis, 
218 Cedar St., Livingston, Tenn. 

The specialist was the first U.S. 
serviceman killed in South Viet- 
nam since July 1959 when a major 
and a sergeant were killed by Red 
rebels.

Reliable ac- 
counts from Rucker indicate that 


in one of the early classes half 
of a small class of about six 
students could not pass a _ basic 


instrumenf checkride. 

Several fliers have been dropped 
from classes because they failed 
to acquire the necessary instru- 
ment proficiency with the Mohawk 
in the time available, Easterbrook 
reveals. “Others have completed 
the course only after a confsider- 
able amount of basic instrument 
training.” 

He warns that top Mohawk fliers 
are needed in the field and that 
the school intends to maintain high 
standards.

PENTAGON officials were quick

He noted the problem of an offi- 
cer who might have an assignment 
flying an H-13 copter. How, he 
asked, could the officer be expect- 
ed to step into a Mohawk and fly 
well on instruments after not fly- 
ing on instruments for a long 
time?

IN HIS Army Aviation article, 
Easterbrook says that directives for 
the Mohawk course should be fol- 
lowed closely.

New Army Space Tracker 
Eyes Missiles, Satellites 


W ASHIN GTO N—tThe 
Army has developed a new 
space tracker, rugged as an 
artillery piece and accurate 
as an astronomer’s telescope. 

The electro-optical system, 
named the Precision Instrument 
Mount, was developed by the U.S. 
Army Signal Research and Devel- 


opment Laboratory, Fort Mon- 
mouth, N.J., and the American 
Machine and Foundry Co., Stam- 
ford, Conn. 


The tracker, known more tersely 
as PIM, has the basic features of 
photo-theodolites, which use a 
éighting telescope and camera to 
record the course of objects in 
space. PIM, however, provides 
new capabilities in both optical and 
electronic tracking, including tele- 
vision, 

7 » *» 

EVEN UNDER adverse condi- 
tions, PIM records the position of 
objects to an angular accuracy of 
180th of a degree and marks the 
time within one-thousandth of a 
second. It follows the course of 
missiles and satellites moving sev- 
eral miles a second, and keeps 
equally close track of manned and 
drone aircraft, meteoroligical or 
special-purpose balloons, or any 
other moving target. Objects un- 
seen by the operator are tracked 
when heat-sensing infrared or rad- 
ar sensors are used. 

PIM tracks automatically, semi- 
automatically or manually. Setting 
the tracker for its primary func- 
tion, the operator alings the target 
against the crosshairs of the sight- 
ing telescope. He follows the flight 
path by use of an ingenious “crys- 
tal ball” contro] device (actually 
made of steel) that is mounted on

Reserve Training Wiil Stress 
Platoon Level Drills Again 


By a Times Staff Writer 


WASHINGTON — Training ob- 
jectives were not quite reached 
by Army Reserve and National 
Guard units in 1961, the Pentagon 
said this week. 

As a result, programs will once 
again stress platoon and battery 
level training instead of battery- 
company training as planned ear- 
lier. 

The Army’s 1962 training goals 
for citizen-soldiers are spelled out 
in newly revised Continental Army 
Command training directives. 

The training objectives do not 
apply to the guard and reserve 
units presently on active duty. 
Neither do they apply to units 
which are receiving intensified 
training while on priority status. 





The new goals, the Army 
says, are designed “to bring all 
units to such a state of readiness 
that upen mobilization they can re- 
ceive qualified fillers and train 
under appropriate training pro- 
grams.” 

The CONARC objectives are 
spelled out as follows: 

®@ Priority I and II combat units 
(infantry, armor, and artillery) 
will train at platoon battery level 
through 1962 summer field train- 
ing, and upon successful comple- 
tion will initiate company-battalion 
(for artillery) level training. 

@ Priority III units will train 
at platoon and battery, level train- 
ing through 1962 summer camp 
and will maintain this degree’ of 
readiness until authorized to 4ad- 
vance to higher level of training. 





Recognizing that some of the 
higher priority units may complete 
their training goals more rapidly 
than authorized in the directives, 
the Army is allowing commanders. 
to provide more progressive train- 
ing for them. 

The directive peints out 
however, that only the higher 
priority units are authorized _ad- 
vanced training. They must be 
authorized to set-up their training 
readiness, have successfully com- 
pleted the platoon-battery level 
training, possess sufficient per- 
sonnel strength for advanced train- 
ing, and must have adequate train- 
ing facilities available. 

The Army directives drops the- 
requirement that at least one-third 
of all field training must. be at 
night.

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6-Month 
Training 
Resumes

WASHINGTON — For the 
first time, reservists. will 
conduct an entire cycle of 
training for other reservists 
when the Army re-opens its 


training installations to Reserve 
Forces Act (RFA) personnel in 
January. Some 7600 RFA  six- 


month enlistees will enter training 
during the month. 

RFA training, suspended in Sep- 
tember because of the Berlin crisis 
buildup of the active forces, will 
be resumed 3 January at some 
eight active Army training centers 
across the country. 

The newest training center is 
located at Fort Chaffee, Ark., and 
is manned by Army Reservists of 
the 100th Training Div. of Ken- 
tucky, one of many reserve units 
called to active duty ‘in October 
to bolster the armed forces. 

The 100th has been conducting 
basic and advanced infantry train- 
ing for regulars since mid-October. 
When RFA training resumes in 
January, it will mark the first 
time that a reserve unit will super- 
vise a complete cycle of training 
for six-monthers. 

The 100th and other USAR 
Training Divs. have supervised 
RFA training at summer camp but 
this has only been for a two-week 
period and not a complete cycle 
of training. 

In addition to Fort Chaffee, the 
Army announced that RFAs will 
be admitted to Fort Dix, N.J., Fort 
Jackson, S.C., Fort Gordon, Ga., 
Fort Knox, Ky., Fort Leonard 
Wood, Mo., Fort Carson, Colo., and 
Fort Ord, Calif. Generally, RFA 
personnel will take their training 


at the training centers nearest 
their homes. Armor RFAs_ will 
train at Fort Knox.

THE JANUARY RFA inputs 
will total 6030 for the Army Guard

The DA message gives Army 
commanders authority to adjust 
allocations between the various 
states but stressed that transfer 
of RFA spaces between the Army 
Guard and reserve “or vice versa 
is not authorized.” Unusable 
quotas within either of the two 
reserve components should be im- 
mediately reported to the Pentagon 
so officials can redistribute the 
allocations in time to be used. 

No reserve trainees with MOS 
111 — basic infantryman — will be 
assigned to Fort Knox or Fort 
Leonard Wood, the Army said. 

Despite the resumption of RFA 
training, restrictions will exist on 
who can be taken into the pro- 
gram.

W ASHINGTON—There is what seems to be a difference 
of opinion between Pentagon officers and two Army schools 
on the possible surface-to-surface use of the Nike Hercules 


missile. 

Because of the Herc’s dual capa- 
bility and performance in tests, 
a field grade officer who holds an 
important position at one of the 
missile schools calls the Here a 
“fantastic weapon.” Officials in- 
terviewed on a recent tour of Forts 
Bliss and Sill indicated that the 
surface-to-surface (SSM)_ possibil- 
ities of the Hercules should be em- 
phasized. But there seems to’ be 
considerable lag between field con- 
cepts and Army doctrine. 

Fort Bliss’ Air Defense School’s 
Air Defense Digest points out that 
for many years designers had de- 
veloped weapons capable of use in 
the surface-to-air (SAM) or SSM 
role. When the SAM came into 
use, it appeared that dual capabil- 
ity weapons would be deempha- 
sized. 

The school publication contends. 
however, that “the Nike Hercules 
system includes the proven capabil- 
ity’ of delivering accurate fire on 
surface targets. Firings by troops 
during tests have demonstrated 


that the accuracy of Hercules in

| “In 1959 the potential of Nike

data.” 

Tests at Fort Bliss have shown 
that it is “very easy” to place the 
computed ground firing informa- 
tion into the Hercules system. 
Time needed to make required set- 
tings does not exceed five minutes, 
says the Air Defense Digest, giv- 
ing Hercules the ability to attack 
targets of opportunity. 

“During the few minutes it takes 
to complete an SSM mission, the 
battery is still capable of search- 
ing with its acquisition radar to 
locate any approaching airborne 
targets. After successfully com- 
pleting the SSM mission, the bat-

tery can quickly return to the air 
defense role.”

week. At that time advanced course 
students of the technical and ad- 
ministrative service schools of the 
Army participate in cooperation 
with elements of the Department 
of State, Navy and Air Force.

DURING this training exercise 
the officers employ their skills to- 
wards supplying and supporting an 
Allied field army engaged in a 
hypothetical nuclear war in West- 
ern Europe.

Following a script, controllers 
present problems to the players in 
the form of orders, directives, and 
nuclear bursts to test the players’ 
ability to exert judgement in mak- 
ing decisions that would permit 
continuous logistical support.

Nike Zeus 
Intercepts

WASHINGTON 
Zeus antimissile missile has 
successfully intercepted a 
3000 miles-an-hour Nike 
Hercules anti-aircraft missile, 
the Army announced this 
week. 

It claimed this test intercept at 
the White Sands Missile Range in 
New Mexico as one of three sig- 
nificant successes for the Nike- 
Zeus, all scored 14 Dec.

@The longest and highest flight 
to date, scored by a Nike-Zeus 
launched from Point Mugu, Calif. 

@ The first launch of a Nike- 
Zeus missile from a test site on 
Kwajalein Island in the South Pa- 
cific. 

All three tests occurred within 
an hour, the Army said. 

It withheld specific information 
on altitude of the intercept.

THE ARMY also declined to say 
how close the Nike-Zeus came ac- 
tually to hitting the Nike Hercules, 
but said it was “well within the 
lethal radius,” of the nuclear war- 
head planned for the anti-missile 
when it becomes operational. In 
this test, the Zeus missile did not 
carry a live warhead.

© EDITORIAL 
Take-Home Pay 


Those were impressive statistics we 
printed the other week. We mean that study 
carried out by Pentagon statisticians — 
whether civilian or military we know not — 
comparing the take-home pay of military 
and civilian government employes. But we 
fail to see that they are as impressive an 
argument against a military pay raise in 
1962 as the compilers of the study make 
out. (And need we add that we have been 
hearing from our readers on this score, 
too?) 

To begin with, IF there is a differential, 
remember that it exists because of congres- 
sional policy. 

That ranking admirals and generals take 
home more money than do service secretaries 
“and assistant secretaries is nothing new. 
They have done so during the most of the 
life of this republic. Secretaries and assist- 
ants and heads of: independent agencies are 
political appointees. They are men with 
means outside of their salaries. Their tenure 
is relatively brief. 

Further down the list, we note that an 
0-6 gets a take-home pay between that of 
a GS-15 and a GS-16. So, how many civil 
servants in those grades command a large 
warship, a regiment, or a large post, respon- 
sible 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
for millions of dollars worth of government 
property and for the full-time control, the 
well-being, even the lives of several thou- 
sand men? 

An E-7 drawing quarters allowance gets 
about the take-home pay of a GS-8. Few 
GS-8s perform duties as responsible as most 
platoon sergeants or gunnery sergeants. 

An OQ-3’s take-home pay, according to 
the study, falls between that of a GS-11 and 
a GS-12. Navy lieutenants command LSTs, 
head departments aboard larger ships. Army 
captams command companies. A GS-11 or 
12 may supervise a handful of employes 
during their 40 hours of work each week. 

And it’s a rare and lucky active duty 
officer or enlisted man who puts in only 
40 hours a week. 

So much for dollar comparisons between 
the two groups. Let’s look outside, into civil- 
ian life. It’s well known that in both the 
military and Civil Service, the middle and 
upper grades have been far behind industry 
patterns. The 1958 pay act went a long way 
in correcting this disparity for the middle 
military grades. Because Civil Service pay 
in the middle grades has not advanced as 
much is no reason to say the military is 
overpaid. It is reason for a realistic Civil 
Service pay scale. 

And don’t forget the cost of living. It 
has gone up about five percent since 1958. 
Industry salaries have increased corres- 
pondingly. If the 1958 rates were correct for 
1958 — and Congress and the Administra- 
tion said they were —then a 5 percent 
raise in 1962 is very much in order. 

No amount of take-home comparison be- 
tween the two types of public servants can 
obscure that fact. In fact, civil servants got 
a cost-of-living 714 percent raise in 1960. 

Retired people, particularly, deserve a 
raise. The six percent they got in 1958 fell 
about three percent short of covering the 
cost-of-living increase they were then enti- 
tled to. 

They are being short-changed. If cost of 
living, rather than active duty pay scales, 
are to be the bases of retired pay changes, 
as Congress said in 1958 and the Michigan 
— repeated in 1961, then let’s get 
with it.

ALTHOUGH this post is small in the 
number of people who live here, it is large 
in many other ways. We have a lovely, 
newly painted and repaired post theater; 
a fine post gymnasium; and a well-oper- 
ated, convenient and congenial service 
club. In addition to the normal NCO and 
Officers’ Clubs, we even have a new En- 
listed Men’s Club used solely by the en- 
listed personnel who are not NCO’s and 
their families. 

There is a ceramic shop, woodcraft 
shop and craft shop where the men can 
work on their cars under expert super- 
vision, and even a place where they can 
fix their own televisions with experienced 
technicians to supervise and help them. 

The movies are operated for the con- 
venience of the post personnel and every- 
thing about the theater is designed for 
the comfort of those using the theater. 
In addition, there is a Little Theater 
Group which is very busy and they have 


a special building where they can prac- 
tice and put on their performances. 

New baseball fields and a grand new 
children’s playground have been built by 
our soldiers for our children.

I AM SURE that these same recrea- 
tional facilities are on other posts too. 
Ours are used all the time and the people 
enjoy using them. Here everyone is en- 
couraged to try to complete their high 
school work and to take college courses. 

If they can have those things on this 
small post, the larger posts and bases 
must have much more, and surely the men 
called back to active duty are given many 
opportunities which they could not have 
in civilian life. 

Let me say before I go any further 
that my husband it not new as this Army 
life.

Old Knickers Had 
Extra Pockets, Too

I saw a Washington newspaper ad the other day for a man’s 
suit with knickers instead of long pants. With one picture, that ad- 
vertisement stirred up a flood of memories of my boyhood, when 
all boys wore knickers and long pants were reserved for high 
school men. 

Knickers might look funny to us now, but they were mighty 
practical for growing boys. The most important advantage was the 
safety device in the tight cuffs. Any boy worth 
his salt would wear holes in his pockets in a 
few days. With long pants, his marbles and bot- 
tle caps would drop to the ground, to be forever 
lost. With knickers, the marbles and stuff would. 
fall as far as the cuff below the knee, where 
they would rattle around until the trousers were 
removed at night.

I REMEMBER the knickers as being made 
mostly of two kinds of materials, corduroy and 
linen. The corduroy was always dark brown or 
dark gray, with fait light-colored flecks. It made 
a swishing sound as the wearer walked or ran, 
and it gave off a characteristically sour odor when- 
ever it got rained on. But despite the noise and 
odor, the pants wore like iron—a boy could play tackle football on 
jagged rocks, and he wouldn’t rip his pants (of course, fly buttons 
would break off occasionally, but you couldn’t blame that on the 
corduroy). 

When Baltimore began basking in warm weather, the boys would 
switch over to summer knickers. My recollection may be faulty, 
but it seems to me that every pair of white knickers I ever wore 
had grass stains on the knees. For some reason, white knickers re- 
quired kneeling or sliding on grass. The amazing thing now, looking 
back on it, is that I grew up in downtown Baltimore where there 
was no grass.

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Reservists Did Good Job

The answer has been given to 
the question asked repeatedly in

or understood the “big picture” 
reasons behind the recall.

IT IS NOT PREMATURE to 
reach this conclusion. The evi- 
dence is already available to 
demonstrate that the recall of 
the 119,500 Army reservists and 
National Guardsmen, both those 


in units and those who came in 
to fill these units, have done 
their job and will continue to 
do it until their presence is no 
longer needed. 

When the recall was an- 
nounced in August and Septem- 
ber, the Army was a relatively 
weak and vulnerable organiza- 
tion, compared to the needs of 
the nation for a strong military 
posture in its dealings with 
other countries. 


The Army was 11 combat divi- 
sions strong, and many of these 
were understrength, although 
there has been no Official con- 
firmation of this. 

* * + 


THE RECALL permitted, first, 
that the 11 combat-ready divi- 
sions be fully manned and even 
given added capabilities. Sec- 
ond, it permitted three divisions 
to be made combat-ready. And 
third, it is giving the Army a 
16-division capability now, not 
five months from now. 

These results, according to 
those elected and appointed to 
govern the United States, were 
necessary for the attainment of 
American goals. 

While it is impossible to say 
that America is “winning the 
cold war” (in my opinion, al- 
though some have said so), at 
the same time it appears to me 
that we have made advances in 
some parts of the world which 
have offset retreats in others. 
On total, it looks to me as if we 
have gained a little more than 
we have lost. 


This would not have been 
possible without the presence, 
on active duty, of the 119,500 
recalled citizen soldiers. 

Certainly those recalled units 
which have worked productively 
can see that their service has 
been useful. 

But those units and individuals 
whose service has seemed non- 
productive have, in fact, by their 
very presence on active duty per- 
formed a useful, necessary pro- 
ductive service. 

They have permitted the gov- 
ernment to operate from a posi- 
tion of strength. They have been 
the evidence, merely by their 
presence, of U.S. willingness to 
act as well as to talk. 

* * * 

THE VERY EXISTENCE of 
the reserve, the willingness of 
most of the reserve to serve with- 
out complaint when called, and 
of all of them to serve, even 
though they did complain, must 
have been a shock to those who 
have preached and believed and 
acted on the assumption that the 
American people would not back 
up the strong positions which 
American representatives took 
at the conference tables. 

So I believe that the recalled 
reservists have already per- 
formed magnificently in the job 
they were recalled to do. 

Every American owes every 
recalled reservist thanks for hav- 
ing made possible the start of 
a new year in which the United 
States has gained, not lost, world 
stature.

SAIGON, South Vietnam.—One of the greatest racing seasons 
the world has ever known is underway currently on the Far East- 
Southeast Asia track out here.

Yet the situation in the 
Dominican Republic remains: un- 
certain and threatening, with the 
ever-present possibility of revo- 
lution which would~-go Fidelista 
all the way. 

Since one of the major objec- 
tives of Khrushchev and com- 
pany is to undermine the unity 
of the West, the Kremlin must 
be looking forward to the New 
Year with keen anticipation. The 
West is sadly in disarray, and 
such hopes as may have been en- 
tertained of a ‘pulling-together 
and heads-up spirit emerging 
from the recent NATO meeting 
in Paris have not been realized. 

Without political unity, there 


can be little prospect of military 
unity of spirit and effort. Yet the 
curious fact remaing that it is 
just under such conditions that 
unity has often been forged on 
the anvil of adversity.

Army Signal Training Regt., composed of approximately 
26 companies, is responsible for the feeding, housing, 
administration and “soldiering” of signal trainees. The 
Unit Training Group trains men to work as part of a 
skilled team. 

The Civil Affairs School at Gordon is the only one 
of its kind anywhere. It provides instruction in doctrine, 
procedures, techniques and organization of government 
carried on by the military in areas where a normal gov- 
ernment is disrupted by combat. 

The U.S. Army Training Center (Infantry), the most 
recently established training program at Gordon, began 
operations last September. Trainees are arriving at the 
rate of 555 per week for basic infantry training and 185 
per week for advanced training. Present strength of the 
Center is about 10,000 men including trainees and cadre. 

Gordon houses the U.S. Army Garrison, 95th Civil 
Affairs Group, the 300th and 302d Civil Affairs units 
presently on active duty for one year, the Fourth Army 
Postal Unit, and the Third Army Training Aids Center. 

* +. - 

THE POST first opened in December 1941, just after 
the attack on Pearl Harbor. It was named for Lt. Gen. 
John Brown Gordon, known as the “Chevalier Bayard 
of the Confederacy.” A native Georgian, Gen. Gordon 
later became U.S. Senator from Georgia. On 21 March 
1956, Camp Gordon became Fort Gordon. 

Included in Gordon’s rich historical background are 
the three famous divisions it housed during War II. The 
first division to arrive, and probably the best known, 
was the 4th Inf. Div. (“The Rolling Fourth’). Members 
of the 4th Div. were among the first infantrymen to hit 
the Normandy beachheads. Then came the 26th (“Yan- 
kee”) Inf. Div., which spent one year training at Gordon 
for overseas combat before demands for newly-trained 
troops sent them scurrying overseas. 


The 10th Armd. Div., after a period of training at 
Gordon, departed overseas under a cloak of security. 
The post is presently commanded by Brig. Gen. H. M. 
Hobson, who assumed command in April 1960 as the 
19th Gordon commander. 
“* * * 


GORDON HAS 84 miles of paved roads that wind 
over the vast reservation. Strung out over the rolling 
hills are approximately 2500 separate buildings. Out in 
the “boondocks” are ranges for small arms and artillery, 
and there was a time when tanks and destroyers kicked 
up clouds of dust for miles. 

As for recreational facilities at Gordon, there are 36 
lighted athletic fields, and the post sports arena is mod- 
ern, huge, and well-equipped. There is a bowling alley, 
several tennis courts, two swimming pools and a nine- 
hole golf course on post, maintained throughout the year. 

There is good fishing in season at several lakes on 
the reservation and boats are available for the conven- 
ience of the members. There is also a wooded area re- 
served for hunting small game. The Post Quail Farm 
raises and releases quail each year for hunting. 

Gordon maintains a recreational area located on Clark 
Hill Dam, approximately 18 miles from the post. It in- 
cludes a lodge with rental trailers, boating, fishing, 
swimming, picnic grounds, playgrounds for children, and 
a PX, open all year round. During the summer, a camp 
is operated for dependent boys and girls. 

The Fort Gordon Flying Club operates at Bush Field, 
about 10 miles from the reservation. Gordon personnel 
may enroll for flying lessons at a nominal fee. 

Gordon also has air-conditioned libraries with sound- 
proof music rooms. There are craft shops and five 
theaters. 
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IF YOU look closely, you should be able to find two 
men of the 362d Signal Co. (RRUHF) aligning a 
microwave radio relay antenna on this 78-foot high 
tower at the Army's Signal Training Center. 


Where Signalmen 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — The Army Signal Training 
Center at Gordon, largest signal training installation in 
the world, was established in 1948. Directly associated 
with the Center are 10,000 military and civilian personnel. 
It is devoted to training soldiers in the installation, opera- 
tion and maintenance of modern signal communications. 

The Army Signal Training Center has become a re- 
quired stop for every Army Signal Corps officer. New 
officers are required to attend an eight-week orientation 
course before departing for their assignments all over 
the world as Signal officers. This course was recently 
transferred to Fort Gordon from Fort Monmouth, N.J.

IN ADDITION to the headquarters unit, the 
Center has three subordinate commands: The Southeast- 
ern Signal School, Signa] Unit Training Group, and Signal 
Training Regiment.

MP School Finally 
Found Home Here 


FORT GORDON, Ga. — More than 75,000 men have 
been trained at the Provost Marshal General’s School] here 
and are in assignments all over the world. 

The School, which came to Gordon in 1948 after hav- 
ing been at six other posts since its establishment in 
1942, has developed an air of permanence at its present 
site. It has modern classrooms and up-to-date instructional 
aids. 

The School is divided into two major departments: 
The Department of Specialized Instruction, which pro- 
vides advanced MP training to officers and enlisted men, 
and the Department of Career Development, which con- 
ducts instruction designed to produce qualified MP police 
line officers, skilled in all levels of military police opera- 
tions. 

In addition to the many varied resident courses, the 
Department of Non-Resident Instruction offers extension 
courses in all phases of military police activity to more 
than 10,000 students throughout the world. 


Civil Affairs School 


Another school at Gordon is the Army’s Civil Af- 
fairs School. During 1959-60, the CA School instructed 
or supervised instruction of 900 residents and 1953 ex- 
tension course students. It also provided training ma- 
terial for over 400 students in Army Reserve schools and 
CAMG units. The school instructs men how to organize 
and handle government matters when normal govern- 
ment is disrupted by combat. 


Civil Affairs Group 


The mission of Gordon’s 95th Civil Affairs Group is 
to re-establish the government of occupied countries dur- 
ing wartime, and in addition to perform peacetime tasks. 
In 1956-57, CA personnel from Gordon went to Camp 
Kilmer, N.J., to help resettle the Hungarian refugees ad- 
mitted to this country after their fight against com- 
munism. 

The 95th CA Group is part of the Strategic Army 
Corps (STRAC) and because few countries have a CA 
unit, the 95th Group could be called upon to assist a 
United Nations force with no other U.S. component in- 
volved. The 95th has also been designated to assist the 
U.S. Navy or Air Force when the need arises.

in communications and electronics. The Signal Training 
Regt. houses and feeds the students, and is responsible 
for their administration and soldier-training. The Signal 
Unit Training Group, composed of STRAC companies, 
provides team and unit training for signal specialists 
who have completed the advanced individual phase of 
their Army tours.

THE CENTER also assists in training Signal ROTC, 
Army Signal Reserve, and National Guard units, and pro- 
vides communications support for many of the Army’s 
maneuvers and field problems. 

The Reserve Forces Act in 1955 played a prominent 
role in the Center’s expansion. This law, enabling young 
men to serve six months of active duty, then to complete 
their military obligations in reserve units, has brought 
thousands of students to the Southeastern Signal School. 
These trainees come to the school after basic training 
and spend four months learning signal skills.

is also- beneficial to our econ- 
omy.” 

Yarborough noted that GI Bill 
package, which he introduced last 
session awaits full Senate action. 
“TI am hopeful that the measure 
will be passed by the Senate short- 
ly after Congress reconvenes in 
January, so that there will be 
ample time for the bill to receive 
full consideration in the House 
during 1962. 

* - + 

WITH THE NATIONAL debt 
exceeding expectations, economy 
may again play a key role in pas- 
sage of peacetime veterans legis- 
lation. Yarborough noted that the 
Committee faces tough ‘opposition 
in passing the GI Bill through Con- 
gress. “Any aid veterans and re- 
servists can give with their con- 
gressional representative will be 
helpful and appreciated.” 

Yarborough, in a recent Times 
interview, noted that it was rather 
difficult for called up reservists 
to understand why they were 
called. “It must be kept in mind, 
however, as our Chief Executive 
has pointed out, that the present 
increase in and buildup of our 
military forees is for the purpose 
of preventing a war, not fighting 
a war. It is for the purpose of 
assuring the future security and 
freedom, not only of ourselves but 
of our children and _ grandchil- 
dren.” 

Teague said committee hearings 
will cover four major areas of 
benefits that are now solely avail- 
able to war veterans—compensa- 
tion and hospitalization, pension 
rights, GI insurance, and readjust- 


ment (GI Bill education, voca- 
tional rehabilitation, loan guar- 
anty). 


COMPENSATION AND HOSPI- 
TALIZATION—Legislation now be- 
fore Congress would equalize com- 
pensation payments between war- 
time and peacetime veterans. Un- 
der present law, peacetime dis- 
abled. get 80 percent of wartime 
rate unless the disability was the 
result of a warlike or extrahazard- 
ous duty. Congressional backers 
contend that you’re just as disabled 





from a peacetime injury as a war- 
time injury. However, the VA 
opposed the compensation equali- 
zation measure in the last session 
because it would put war service 
on a par with peacetime service. 
Another proposal would allow VA 
to provide hospital care to peace- 
time veterans on the same basis 
as it does wartime veterans. Un- 
der present policy, veterans on any 
service with service-connection are 
allowed VA hospital care. The 
proposal, also opposed by the Ad- 
ministration, would authorize hos- 
pitalization for non - service - con- 
nected peace time cases if the 
veteran is unable to pay for medi- 
cal treatment elsewhere. 

PENSION RIGHTS. Legislation 
is now before Congress to provide 
pensions to survivors of veterans 
who are injured and who die at a 
later date from non-service-con- 
nected causes. Pensions are now 
available only to wartime veterans 
and their survivors. 

GI INSURANCE. There are no 
proposals to extend GI insurance 
privileges outright to peacetime 
veterans. One measure before 
Congress would open disabled in- 
surance to disabled peacetime vet- 
erans but this proposal has very 
little chance unless the Adminis- 
tration reverses its opposition. 

READJUSTMENT' BENEFITS. 
Bills are before both Houses of 
Congress to extend wartime GI 
Bill, educational, vocational rehab- 
ilitation, and loan privileges to 
peacetimers. The Senate passed 
a GI bill in 1959, but the House 
after a short session of hearings 
allowed the measure to die because 
of its cost. Another GI Bill pro- 
posal awaits Senate action in Janu- 
ary. The price tag still appears to 
be the major obstacle in the bill’s 
passage. The House passed the 
vocational rehab as a_ separate 
measure early this year and is now 
before the Senate Labor and Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee for action. 
Other readjustment proposals 
would provide loan assistance to 
reservists and guardsmen who were 
forced to give up businesses to 
enter the armed forces, as well 
as mustering-out-pay.

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THE ARMY IN 1961 





Berlin Threat 
Sparks Buildup 


Fo THE ARMY, 1961 was a year of change. The Berlin crisis and Russia’s megaton- 
rattling tactics meant a larger Army, increased emphasis on modern weapons, and 


streamlining of manpower missions. 


An awareness of the Red threat was reflected in 


President Kennedy’s $3.2 billion appropriation for the military. 


For the Army it meant an in- 
crease of 125,000 troops, a call-up 
of the reserves and a goal of a 
million-man force. It was also 
translated into more effective fire- 
power like the M-14 rifle, M-60 
tank, M-60 machine gun, and a 
family of sophisticated guided mis- 
siles for both offensive and defen- 
sive actions. 

In 1961, the Army began to win 
its long battle to acquire an ade- 
quate airlift capacity, and it saw 
the morale of the harried NCO 
skyrocket with the announcement 
that he won’t have to give up a 
stripe by the July 1962 deadline. 
The inequities in trailer pay, which 
had become a marathon siege, also 
went by the boards when the Pres- 
ident signed a bill to hike these 
rates. And a new combat proficien- 
cy test replaced the monotonous 
physical fitness test. 

A month-by-month roundup of 
Army highlights for 1961: 


January 


The Army began picking up all 
EM from Advanced Individual 
Training “by name assignments” 
in March. The first Little John 
surface-tosurface battalions were 
assigned to Fort Sill. A throwaway 
light anti-tank weapon (LAW) was 
slated for issue in July. LAW, it 
was claimed, “can do everything 
the 3.5 bazooka does and is cheap- 
er and easier to lug around.” 

Elvis J. Stahr Jr., president of 
West Virginia University, succeed- 
ed Wilbur M. Brucker as Secre- 
tary of Army. The long-awaited 
MOS feeder pattern, pamphlet 
(611-8), providing goidelines for 
career advancement, was publish- 
ed. Eisenhower’s last budget gave 
the Army a little more than last 
year for modernization but left it 
behind the other services for pro- 
curement and research. Brig. Gen. 
Chester V. (Ted) Clifton, Army’s 
Deputy Chief of Information, was 
named President Kennedy’s senior 
military aide. 


February 


In a message to Congress, the 
President, recommended that the 
Defense Department take immedi- 
ate steps to increase the Army’s 
airlift capacity. The President also 
announced a revocation of the de- 
pendent cutback and restored pre- 
viously-banned travel to overseas 
areas. 

The Army announced that Op- 
eration “Long Pass” will be held 
15-22 February in the Clark-Stot- 
senberg Training Area in the Phil- 
ippines. Under a new Army plan, 
many troops transferred overseas 
will bypass replacement stations 
enroute to commands or units. 
Troops were told they'll be able 
to buy uniforms in exchanges at 
reduction up to 30 percent. Pres- 
ident Kennedy gave DOD three 
weeks to decide which of 250 
installations could be declared ob- 
solete and closed. Officers were 
authorized to wear the new 11- 
ounce weight green winter uni- 
forms, and EM to buy the 12-ounce 
wool serge green uniforms. The 
Administration ordered a military 
pay scale study. DOD will prepare 
a bill asking for a 36 percent in- 
erease in housing allowance,

New Secretary 


A NEW Secretary of the Army 
moved into office early this 
year—Elvis J. Stahr, Jr., for- 
mer president of the Univer- 
sity of West Virginia. ° 


March 


DOD announced a maneuver pro- 
gram of 11 STRAC exercises for 
1961. In Europe, the abbreviated 
sports program emphasized shifts 
from participant to spectator in- 
terest. Army studies showed a ma- 
jor weakness in the pentomic in- 
fantry division, and reorganiza- 
tion of the concept was being staff- 
ed to overcome the deficiencies. 
KATUSA strength in both front- 
line units in Korea is being re- 
duced. 

The ist Cav. Div. and the 7th 
Inf. Div. announced a 10 percent 
decrease in the use of these troops 
— from 35 percent to 25. Sched- 
uled commercial airliners in place 
of MATS aircraft, will be used by 
the military to transport troops be- 
tween Northern Europe and the 
U.S. The Army National Guard will 
operate all Nike-Ajax sites in 1962, 
according to Gen. George H. Deck- 
er, Army Chief of Staff. 


April 


Lt. Gen. Guy S. Meloy was nam- 
ed to succeed Gen. Carter B. Ma- 
gruder as commander of the 
Eighth Army and U.S. Forces in 
Korea. Reassurance that the Army 
will play a vital role in the space 
program was given to Gen. Lyman 
L. Lemnitzer, Chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

In his budget message to Con- 
gress, Pres. Kennedy asked for on- 
ly a 5000-man increase for the 
Army. The breakdown for this in- 
crease allocates 3000 men for Spe- 
cial Forces duty; 1800 to the 5th 
Inf. BG, 25th Inf. Div. in Hawaii, 
and a 200-man rifle company add- 
ed to the 2d BG, 10th Inf. in Pan- 
ama. Delivery of the Army’s larg- 
est plane, the twin-engine AC-1 
Caribou, was made to Fort Rucker 
last month. The Army said that 17 
Class II installations will be closed 
over a three-year period. 

The Army’s arsenal of Hawk 
units rose to 13 with the activa- 
tion of two additional Hawk bat- 
talions which will replace a sim- 
ilar number of units slated for Eu- 





rope. The new officer efficiency 
reporting system was placed in 
operation replacing the OEI and 
ASR systems in the efficiency re- 
port program. For the first time 
in history, the Army’s EM will 
have their own registered lobby— 
they will be represented by the 
Association of Regular Army Ser- 
geants (ARAS). Seventh Army in 
Europe inaugurated “The Order of 
Gold Patriots” to reduce overseas 
dollar expenditures. 


May 


The Senate Armed Services Com- 
mittee ended hopes for construc- 
tion of 7070 approved units this 
year killing the Capehart Hous- 
ing Program. An Army spokesman 
told Congress that the first Ser- 
geant missile will be operational in 
14 months. The ENTAC anti-tank 
guided missile system. successor 
to SS-10, -was purchased by the 
Army from France. 

The Republic of China fired the 
first Nike Hercules over Formosa 
Strait and destroyed a 30,000-foot- 
high’ target. It marked the first 
time the Hercules was fired by 
foreign nationals on foreign soil. 
A Fort Banks Nike company hit 
for a 97.3 score at McGregor 
Range, N.M. to become ARAD- 
COM’s top unit. Maj. Gen. Web- 
ster Anderson was named to suc- 
ceed Maj. Gen. A. T. McNamara, 
the latter became deputy CG, 
Eighth Army. The Supreme Court 
ruled that ‘“turncoats” were en- 
titled to POW pay, reversing the 
Army’s decision. 


June 


Another first was recorded for 
Nike Zeus when the anti-missile 
missile’s target tracking radar re- 
ceived its initial test with ICBMs. 
All military drivers were advised 
that proof of financial responsibil- 
ity was required for private ve- 
hicles on Army posts. Rep. Paul 
J. Kilday was named to the high- 
est military tribunal, the U.S. 
Cpurt of Military Appeals. The 
realm of Buck Rogers was invaded 
again when the Army and the 
Bell Co. demonstrated the “Flying 
Belt” at Fort Eustis. The “thing” 
deemed impractical now 
may enable a soldier to soar over 
hills and leap across rivers. A 
joint Army-Air Force full-scale 
maneuver called Swift Strike was 
scheduled for August in North and 
South Carolina. 

The Army’s Office of Military 
History published the first of a 
series of volumes on the history 
of the Korean War. Exchanges 
sales reported a record high in 
sales of $922.6 million in FY 1961, 
but net profit dropped.

By centralizing all 
personnel actions regarding war- 
rant officers in one place under 
DCSPER control, more success is 
expected in carrying out the con- 
cept of a warrant officer as an of- 
ficer, narrowly trained to top tech- 
nical skill in a field where he will 
work in jobs which cannot be filled 
by officers. 

There is a danger that with de- 
centralized control, one or another 
of the branches would not empha- 
size those elements of the new 
program which are expected to lead 
to the establishment of the warrant 
officer corps as a professional, tech- 
nical group. 

Whether the schedule set in the 
WOAD proposal paper can be main- 
tained, it seems reasonable to ex- 
pect that some sort of centraliza- 
tion of control over warrant of- 
ficer assignments, schooling, train- 
ing, and other personnel actions 
will be set up, under close DCSPER 
supervision.

Today’s action brings to a total 
of $18,126,855 the amount awarded 
to Harrington and Richardson un- 
der a letter contract announced 
last May for 133,000 rifles. 

Work on the contract, which was 
awarded by the Boston Ordnance 
District, will be performed at Wor- 
cester. 

The M-14 rifle is capable of both 
automatic and semi-automatic fire 
and fires the standard NATO 7.62- 
mm cartridge. This weapon is now 
being issued to Army troops in the 
field.

Home Seen 
Not as Safe 
As Saying 


B* POPULAR usage in our 
American vocabulary, the 
home has become something 
of a symbol of safety. 

“You'll be just as safe here as 
in your own home”—is a fairly 
common form of consolation ito 
the nervous traveler. 

However — if certain facts and 
figures were known — the com- 
parison would be less assuring. 
According to statistics compiled 
by the National Safety Council, 
27,500 Americans died last year 
due to accidents in or around 
their home. Also, there were 
4,100,000 disabling injuries in the 
same general locale. 

Of course, this doesn’t mean 
that the majority of U.S. homes 
are a mess of booby traps or 
otherwise unsafe. After all, 
there are 50 million houses in 
the United States and in only 
a small minority did fatal ac- 
cidents occur. 

Still, a death toll of 27,500 plus 
an injury list of 4,100,000 is not 
to be regarded lightly. For all 
owners, it poses this question: “Is 
my home really safe?” 

The Southern Pine Association 
answers this question by asking 
a few of its own. If you can an- 
swer affirmatively in each case, 
you can be reasonably sure that 
several common sources of acci- 
dents are not present.

Are kitchen and bathroom floors 
of the non-skid variety? 

In the bathroom, are there se- 
curely installed grab bars in the 
tub drea?

out of reach of bathtub or shower, 
preferably outside the bathrom? 

If there’s a basement, is the 
stairway well-lighted and provid- 
ed with a railing? 

Has the wiring been checked 
lately to see if any fire hazard 
exists? 

Are medicines and drugs locat- 
ed in cabinets and shelves well 
out of reach of small children? 

In addition to the foregoing, 
the overall structural soundness 
of the house is an all-important 
factor of safety. Strength and 
tightness of the “bone struc- 
ture” are the best imsurance 
against the occasional threat of 
violent storms. They also mini- 
mize the occurrence of everyday 
hazards, such as sprung floors 
and sagging ceilings, which are 
often the result of structural de- 
ficiencies. 

In most homes, the “bone struc- 
ture” is built of lumber. Only the 
stronger wood species, such as 
Southern Pine, should be used, 
and above all, the lumber should 
be “pre-shrunk” by proper season- 
ing. The seasoning process — a 
mandatory grade requirement for 
Southern Pine—can mean a dif- 
ference of as much as 400% in 
the eventual nail holding power 
of the structure.

JFREMEMBER that grand dream of spurned adolescence 

—to leave home, make good and then return in 
triumph to thumb your nose at the community from the 
steps of the town hall? 

Sinclair Lewis dreamed it and lived it, and Mark 
Schorer has written 800-plus pages about the dream and 
its realization. As others have pointed out, Schorer 
tells you more about Sinclair Lewis than you may wish 
to know, but it’s evident that no one in this generation 
is going to write another Lewis biography. A critical 
study, perhaps, but no biography, for Schorer has had 
the final word. The book, nine years in preparation, 
is a monumental study. 

No human who spends nine years writing about an- 
other individuai can be anything but biased, yet 
Schorer apologizes little for his subject, who sorely 
needed apologies at many times in his life. His views 
of the people closest to Lewis are similarly free from 
rancor, although the careful reader can learn by in- 
ference that Lewis’ first wife and the rather shadowy 
companion on the author’s final tour of Europe are not 
exactly Mr. Schorer’s favorite people. 

= * ~ 

ANY STUDY of this length is apt to get muddled 
with minutiae and Schoror’s book is no exception. Diary 
entries, guest lists, accounts of luncheons, dinners and 
parties grow tedious in the section dealing with the 
author’s first encounters with success and wealth. 

Yet Sinclair Lewis never gets lost in the lens. He’s in 
focus on every page, which in itself is a tribute to the 
clarity of Schorer’s writing. The research which went 
into the biography had to be staggering, for almost 
without exception, conversation and events are ex- 
amined from as many views as possible. 

To learn how Lewis wrote and to an extent, why 
he wrote—Mr. Schorer is your authority and he also 
pin-points Lewis’ place in his contemporary world of 
literature. 

Yet, basically, Schorer’s book carries out its ‘sub- 
title, “an American life.” A tortured life and certainly 
a tragic one, but a life which should be read,

BANTAM Books has done professional military men 

a real favor by publishing an inexpensive version of 
“Foxes of the Desert.” Paul Carell, who participated 
in the North African campaign of World War II, has 
written a thorough study of Gen. Erwin Rommel’s 
Afrika Korps, and at the same time has shown how 
Allied techniques, tactics, men and equipment looked 
to the German enemy. 

Although in places the story is overdramatized, most 
of the book is a realistic study of the great armor (and 
logistical) battles fought back-and-forth across the con- 
tinent of Africa for several years. The book shows 
clearly, for example, how the British learned the hard 
way that it was suicide to commit their tanks in drib- 
lets. It shows how Allied officers also had to learn 
to lead their armored formations from the battle area~ 
tankers found it too easy to lag when commanders 
weren’t actually on the scene during the fighting. 

The technical military details are broken up by 
considerable material, based on reports, sketches 
photos and recollections of more than 1000 officers and 
men.

Story of a Pilot Who 
Flew by Seat of Pants 


BY THE SEAT OF MY PANTS, a pilot’s 
progress from 1917 to 1930, by Dean C. Smith, 
Atlantic-Little, Brown, Boston, $4.50.

LYING blind over Pennsylvania, an early air mail 

pilot discovered that his clock had stopped. Then 
remembering that he usually smoked one and one-half 
cigars from Bellefonte to Sunbury, the pilot calmly 
smoked at the usual rate, let down through the fog, 
and hit his target on the nose. 

This is just one of countless incidents in “By the 
Seat of My Pants” that will intrigue the general reader 
and fascinate the aviation buff. Another pilot on his 
Omaha to Cheyenne route ran into fog, landed and 
taxied 35 miles into better weather. When he came to 
a fence every few miles, he would “back up” for a take- 
off run and hop over the barrier. 

Yet these heroes have been forgotten by many of- 
ficials. From 1920 to 1927, 43 pilots were killed and 23 
seriously injured. Yet it is ironic that not a single 
employe of the Post Office Air Mail Service has re- 
ceived “an air-mail flyer’s medal of honor .. . given 
to any person who, while serving in the airmail service 
since May 15, 1918, has distinguished himself by hero- 
ism or extraordinary achievement in such service.” The 
medal was authorized in Public Law 661 passed by 
Congress on Feb. 14, 1931. 

The author, who was a pilot on Admiral Byrd’s first 
expedition to the South Pole, was a 17-year-old hot shot 
Army pilot in World War I whose Army savvy would 
amaze today’s recruit. Within 2 month after joining 
the Army at Kelly Field, in the summer of 1917, the 
16-year-old Smith had possession of a permanent ser- 
geant’s rank in the Regular Army, by means of some 
sleight-of-hand paper work. He also drew up phony 
orders assigning himself to flying school, but showed 
so much natural ability that he was permitted to 
qualify for school, even after his trick was discovered.

SMITH enjoyed flying almost more than living, and 
in those days insurance companies didn’t give odds on 
pilots living very long. Forced landings and wrecks 
were the rule, but the pilots were unperturbed, as shown 
in Smith’s now famous telegram to the Superintendent 
of Air Mail. 

“On Trip 4 westbound. Flying low. Engine quit. 
Only place to land on cow. Killed cow. Wrecked plane. 
Scared me. Smith.” 

Old pilot Smith notes that 1921, there were 1764 
forced landings during 1.7 million miles of flight, or 
about one emergency landing for each thousand miles. 
Each pilot might expect to crash once, some twice that 
year, and one of four could expect to be killed, and 
all the rest injured.

§° General Knox reported the 

Battle of Princeton, 3 January 
1777, to the Continental Congress. 
The main British army was at 


Trenton, where Lord Cornwallis 
arrived on the 2d. His officers 
urged an immediate attack on 
Washington’s camp nearby, but 
Cornwallis insisted that next 


morning would be time enough 
to “box the old fox.” His troops 
never did get into that battle. 

Washington left his camp fires 
burning to deceive Cornwallis, and 
got away that night on the road 
to Princeton, where British troops 
were also stationed. These had 
started out early on the morning 
of the 3d to join Cornwallis. 

At Stony Brook they came upon 
a detachment led by Gen. Hugh 
Mercer and put them to rout. 
Then Washington came up and in 
turn routed the British, a rem- 
nant of them escaping to Law- 
renceville. 





Other Britishers were driven 
back to Princeton, and took refuge 
in Nassau Hall. They soon sur- 
rendered to Capt. Alexander Ham- 
ilton’s battery. The Britsh loss in 
the three engagements was about 
400. The Continentals lost 40 kill- 
ed and wounded,

“Meet the Press,” like many 
information and _ public-af- 
fairs programs on all three major 
networks, is telecast during what 
is called “station option time.” That 
means the affiliated network sta- 
tion does not have to carry the 
program unless it cares to.

FREQUENTLY the local affiliate 
can make considerably more money 
pedding an old movie at 6 p.m. 
Sundays to a local sponsor than by 
taking “Meet the Press” and split- 
ting the billing with the network— 
one third for the station and two- 
thirds to the network. 

At his press conference, I asked 
chairman Sarnoff if he thought the 
industry at large had taken Minow’s 
criticism seriously. 

“I think those licensees that are 
not living up to the FCC regula- 
tions should take it extremely 
seriously,” he replied. 

It was plain to see, of course, 
that Sarnoff did not believe that 
the shoe fit NBC and its five 
owned-and-operated TV channels. 
He and president Kintner did say, 
however, that this season had seen 
a substantial increase in public-af- 
fairs programming.

I’M SURE that Minow and a 
large segment of the public will 
be happy to learn that the local 
affiliates (at least some of them) 
are becoming more aware of the 
public interest and that NBC is 
preparing to furnish more pro- 
grams in that line. 

Now it is going to be up to the 
public to prove that Minow’s faith 
in our readiness for better pro- 
gramming is not misplaced. Kintner 
made a big point of the low audi- 
ence rating on NBC’s “Story of 
Van Gogh” telecast last month dur- 
ing a prime-time hour. 

“The program took two years to 
put together and cost $200,000, but 
the rating was considerably down 
from the show it preempted (Tele- 
phone Hour),” said Kintner.

Sarnoff said he didn’t expect the 
same size audience for Van Gogh 
as they get for, say, “Bonanza,” but 
we know damned well he isn’t go- 
ing to feel obligated to put the 
better things on TV very often, 
until we support such things. 

Addressing a panel on TV pro- 
gramming in Washington last 
week, FCC chairman Minow said 
the viewers must complain about 
poor pregrams loudly and in an 
organized manner, or else take 
“just what they deserve.”

WASHINGTON — The 
first United Nations com- 
memorative for 1962 will 
be issued on February 19.

It will be a 
four-cent value and will be 
issued next September. 

The approved design consists 
of a blue representation of the 
UN building and the UN flag at 
half mast.

New Process Shapes 
Metal Under Water 


DOVER, N.J. — A _ hydrospark 
forming facility which literally 
hammers metal into shape under 
water with one giant blow has 
been designed by Picatinny Arsen- 
al engineers to manufacture odd- 
shaped metal items for ammunition 
and missile warheads. 

Simply stated, this method con- 
sists of harnessing tremendous 
pressures from an underwater ex- 
Plosion to wrap a piece of sheet 
metal around an existing die. 

When an electrical spark is 
touched off in a liquid, enough

WASHINGTON — “One top U.S. 
physicist with an advanced Ameri- 
can computer can outproduce 1000 
Russian engineers.” Dause L. 
Bibby, president of the Remington

the Eastern Joint Computer Con- 
ference here last week. 

Pointing out that Russia is 
graduating three times as many 
engineers annually as the US., 
Bibby said, “We have a tool, the 
computer, that fills the gap.” 

The computer can extend and 
magnify the power of every Ameri- 
can engineer, Bibby declared. 
“America today holds a command- 
ing lead over the Soviet Union in 
computer technology. Although the 
lead has shrunk, we can keep it— 
and enlarge it—if we ourselves do 
not fall victims to complacency.”

derwater “explosion.” Fortunately 
for the cost of this process, distil- 
led water has proved perfectiy 
satisfactory. 

The hydrospark process at Pica- 
tinny ‘is performed within a 10- 
foot high aluminum enclosure to 
protect the operators. High volt- 
age components and wiring are 
housed in a separate compartment 
atop the aluminum room to provide 
maximum safety. 


The form and the metal which 
will be shaped around it are placed 
inside the chamber and immersed 
in water together with an elec- 
trode.

Device Sets Atlas on a Pad 
With Feather-Touch Impact 


SAGINAW, Mich.—How do you manhandle a $2,000,000 Atlas missile from its carry- 
ing trailer and upend it on a launch pad with an impact that would barely crack an egg? 
Engineers at Saginaw Products Corp., came up with a practical solution to that king-sized 


defense problem — right down to 
the egg test— when General Dy- 
namics Astronautics asked them 
to design a ball screw drive actua- 
tor for an Atlas ICBM silo missile 
erector. 

Design criteria for the erector— 
used in a missile exchange and 
check-out program —focused on 
the. bird’s size. 

The Atlas is over 80 feet long, 
10 feet in diameter and weighs 
more than six tons. Design loads 
were based on stresses that would 
result in raising or lowering the 
missile in a 60 MPH wind. 

In addition, computed loads in 
tension and compression range up 
to 75,000 pounds on the screw 
and nut as the drive unit pivots 
the missile through a 90-degree 
horizontal-tu-vertical are between 
handling trailer and launch pad. 

Mechanical ball screw drive is 
successful in commercial applica- 
tions on hoists and lifting plat- 
forms with tilt arrangements, as 
well as a number of military appli- 
cations. 

But, would it work on a missile 
as big as an Atlas? 
* * e 

ASTRONAUTICS engineers de- 
cided it would after watching a 
unit built by Saginaw Products for 
a static test stand, make an 
emergency missile removal during 
50 MPH gusts at Cape Canaveral 
in the van of a hurricane. 

The erector drive unit was de- 
signed around a three-inch ball 
screw traveling through a fixed, 
trunion-type nut, and driven by a 
two-peed, 7.5 HP motor fitted with 
a fail-safe magnetic disc brake. 

In operation, the unit is secured 
to the drive member of a simple 
parallel mechanism, designed by 
Astronautics, consisting of two 
“A” frames connected to a walk- 
ing beam. The beam is secured to 
an attach point on the bird’s 
staging skirt. When the erector is 
retracted, the missile is pivoted up 
to a vertical position by means of 
a cantilever action. 

To simulate what happens, place 
a garden rake on the ground with 
the prongs vertical. Step on the 
prongs, pull back your foot, and 
the rake handle elevates to ver- 
tical. 

But, in this case, the “rake” 
weighs six tons! 
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Now in use at Atlas ICBM silo 
complexes, the drive unit was first 
put through a series of eight static 
and operational tests to meet ex- 
acting Air Force specifications. 

One final test settled the ques- 
tion of whether the drive could 
set an Atlas down on its launch 
pad without damage. 

Using the prototype  erector 
unit, an Astronautics ground 





handling engineer placed an egg 
with its major axis vertical under 
the erector’s driven “A” frame and 
retracted the mechanism. 

Total weight of the erector is 
about 31,000 pounds. 

Retraction was continued until 
the steel structure made contact 
with the egg. The shell began to 
crack—but remained intact as re- 
traction was stopped.

Gross Tax Collections Show 
New Record for Fiscal Year 


WASHINGTON—Record-breaking gross tax collections of $94.4 billions in the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1961, together with new records in taxpayer returns received, re- 
funds made, and additional taxes resulting from enforcement have been reported by the 


Internal Revenue Service. 


These accomplishments were 
cited in Commissioner Mortimer 
M. Caplin’s Annual Report to the 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

Commissioner Caplin expressed 
gratification at the vigor displayed 
by the self-assessment system, 
which accounted for more than $92 
billions of the taxes received. 

At the same time he cited an 
increase of 16.2 percent in num- 
ber of returns examined in the 
Service’s Audit Program, and an 
increased 3.8 percent in additional 
tax from enforcement resulting 
from an accelerated effort in this 
area. Additional taxes from en- 
forcement activities totaled over 
$2.1 billions. 

The increase in gross tax re- 
ceipts over the 1960 fiscal year 
was 2.9 percent. The 95.8 million 
returns filed show an increase of 
1.5 percent. The 40.2 million re- 
funds processed represent an in- 
crease of 5.8 percent, and the dol- 
lar amount of refunds to taxpayers 
who overpaid, of some $6 billions, 
was 13.9 percent higher. 

Mr, Caplin reported major em- 
phasis during the year on two 
programs improvement of 
procedures and enlarged scope 
of the audit activity, and the 
IRS conversion to automatic data 
processing. 

He said a major research pro- 
gram developed during the year 
will provide the IRS with infor- 
mation as to the types of returns 
most likely to contain errors or 
omissions, and thus further the 
objective of improved quality of 
examination and extended cover- 
age,

these accomplishments in the 


program of converting the tremen- 
dous returns processing work load 
to a fully automatic data process- 
ing operation: 

Creation of the new ADP divi-

Sale of Savings Bonds 
Continues at Fast Pace 


WASHINGTON — Savings Bond 
Sales continued at a high rate in 
November, being 10 per cent ahead 
of the corresponding month of 
last year, the Treasury reports. 

E and H cash sales of $358 mil- 
lion in November compared with 
$326 million for November 1960. 
Accrued interest of $100 million 
on outstanding E bonds ran total 
issues to $458 million for Novem- 
ber 1961. 

Gross redemptions of $331 mil- 
lion were the lowest for any No- 
vember in eight years, being 4 per 
cent below a year ago. Of this 
amount, $50 million represent ac- 
crued interest on redeemed E 
bonds. The cash-in rate of three- 
fourths of one per cent of the 
amount outstanding on November 
30 was the lowest for any month 
in nearly 12 years. 

E and H cash sales for the first 
11 months of calendar 1961 amount- 
ed to $4,196 million, 5 per cent 
ahead of last year and a three-year 
record for the period. Gross re- 
demptions for the same 11 months 
were $4,141 million, 11 per cent 
under last year and the lowest 
in seven years. 

Total volume of E and H bonds 
outstanding reached a new record 





high of $44,358 million at the end 
of November. The increase since 
January 1 is $1,221 million.

It would definitely be encour- 
aging for all reservists and for the 
Army reserve program on the 
whole if we were referred to, not 
as “freeloaders” but as patriotic 
citizens who have made great sac- 
rifices in order to answer the call 
to active duty by our President.

appearing in your 16 December {s- 
sue was very concerned with the 
possible situation wherein a young 
priest might be in the position of 
having his priesthood placed under 
the authority of a higher ranking, 
Protestant minister. He says this 
might have little appeal to priests 
and be a reason for their reluc- 
tance to serve as Army chaplains. 

Having known many chaplains 
well, I hardly think any of them 
would try to exercise his authority 
over the priesthood of a subord- 
inate of another faith. The rank- 
ing chaplain does exercise author- 
ity, but in matters pertaining to 
the military aspects of their duties. 
I have never known one, even 
among the few I did not particular- 
ly like, who tried to dictate to his 
subordinates in matters of relig- 
ious beliefs. 

The chaplains I have known 
worked well with each other, re- 
spected each others’ rights to their 
own religious convictions and, the 
only clashes I’ve been aware of 
were matters military or personal 
in nature, not religious . 

It is hard for me to believe that 
Sacerdos has had any military ex- 
perience, which would qualify him 
to speak with authority, when he 
asks the Army to demonstrate its 
concern for the morale and wel- 
fare of its people by giving priests 
a rank that resembles their posi- 
tion in civilian society. 

If Sacerdos ‘knew the Army, he 
would know that the title “Chap- 
lain,” whether follcwed by lieu- 
tenant, Colonel, or what have you, 
gives the priest that position. 

Even a non-Catholic such as I 
respects the Roman Catholic chap- 
lain for what he is, an Army chap- 
lain, rather than for the brass he 
wears on the collar tab opposite 
his cross.

WO’'s Wife 
Resents Change 


FORT HARRISON, Ind.: If 
there was any morale left in any 
of the warrant officers, it surely 
has been shattered. by the latest 
publication in Army Times en- 
titled “WO Conversion Nears.” It 
is a disgrace to the Army to have 
a thing like this come about. 

Some have been WOs for 20 
years, and have served in posi- 
tions calling for as high as lieu- 
tenant colonel, and now at this 
stage of the game their MOS will 
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be changed, and if they happen te 
be in a branch where there will 
be no more WO MOSs, they will 
suffer the humiliation of being as- 
signed MOS .0O1A “unqualified in 
an authorized warrant officer 
MOS. 

What a humiliation for these 
men who have served in all types 
of positions. 

In two known cases, WOs, with- 
in the past year, have applied for 
an MOS transfer to preclude such 
humiliation but were ‘turned down 
on their request for re-training in 
another branch. In one known case, 
a WO in 1947 requested a transfer 
to the Air Force, but was turned 
down by his CO who stated, “No, 
We need you boys, and I would 
not even consider approving your 
request for transfer.” 

Now his RA WO MOS has been 
cancelled and this same WO has 
to re-train in another branch of 
the Army. Had he transferred to 
the Air Force at that time, he 
would probably now be a lieuten- 
ant colonel, as the Air Force com- 
missioned many of their WOs. 

With this new concept, in addi- 
tion to having lost all pride and 
prestige, they no longer will have 
even the responsibility of a cor- 
poral. 


If they want to do away with 
the WO corps, why doesn’t the 
Army commission them commen- 
surate with their grade, age, and 
length of service — but surely 
they cannot ‘continue to destroy 
the lives of these men completely, 
as well as the lives of their fam- 
ilies. 

They are so down-trodden that 
it has even affected their home 
lives. Not many can just accept 
such treatment as this and smile 
and be happy.

Civil Service Pay 
Boost Proposed 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


EDERAL employes got their Christmas present from the 

Kennedy Administration in the form of a sweeping pay 

raise proposal that would see middle and upper grade pay 
scales raised by thousands of dollars. 


scales raised by thousands of dol- 
Jars. 

The thing imagined is sweeter 
than the real thing, as Keats or 
somebody mentioned somewhere, 
and the pay plan imagined by the 
Budget Bureau and the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission is very sweet, in- 
deed. They are drinking heady 
wine in Washington this holiday 
season. 

The pay proposal would raise the 
top government classified salary 
from its present $18,500 to $30,000. 
It would set up new grades GS-19 
and GS-20 for agency heads and 
members of boards and commis- 
sions, 

Cabinet members would be 
raised to $35,000 a year and Con- 
gressmen to $32,500. I’ve been try- 
ing to imagine Congressmen voting 
themselves a $10,000 pay raise in 
an election year, but even Keats 
would have trouble with that one. 

In Grades GS-5 and below the 
raises would only be $500 or less 
— down to less than $100 a year. 
But things start getting juicy about 
GS-9, which would go up about 
$800 in starting salary. 

GS-11, which now starts at $7560, 
would get a $1000 boost at the 
starting level, a $1500 boost at the 
top of the grade, meaning a GS-11 
could step up to $11,100, which is 
pretty nice stepping. 

Other raises would increase in 
size with the grade. A GS-13 would 
go up about $2000 at starting level. 
A GS-16; first of the present super 
grades, would draw _ between 
$19,000 and $24,000. It now draws 
from $15,255 to $16,295,

THE RAISES WOULD be spread 
out over three years. The New 
Frontier is not prepared to ask 
federal employees for the sacrifice 
of taking on all that additional in- 
come tax burden in one year. 

The postal service would also get 
a big increase, though smaller than 
the classified grades, and the top 
postal salary would go up to 
$25,000. We don’t know just why 








the top postal administrators 
would get $30,000, but you may 
have noticed that there are no 
postal workers in the Budget 
Bureau or the Civil Service Com- 
mission. 

Supposedly, President Kennedy 
will set up a special board of noted 
citizens outside government. to re- 
view the plan. Such boards general- 
ly have two vital, unspoken pur- 
poses: One is to get some big 
names behind the proposals finally 
recommended; the other is to delay 
the whole process. If such a board 
really makes a thorough study, 
which would appear doubtful, it 
could delay the whole program a 
year. Since a year’s, delay would 
throw the proposal into a non-elec- 
tion year Congress, employe 
groups are naturally anxious to 
have a pay bill up.in 1962.

ACTUALLY, THE President’s 
board appears to be the type that 
would give a quick once-over to the 
plan so it could still get to Con- 
gress in the 1962 session, No mat- 
ter how many big names endorse 
the proposal, I am sure I’m not re- 
vealing any secrets to anybody 
when I say Congress will hack it 
down a bit before passage. 

There seems little doubt that 
the Budget Bureau proposal is 
planned as openers in that tradi- 
tional poker game known as a 
federal: pay raise drive. Such gam- 
bits have their effect, however. 
Congressmen can cut the total in 
half, feel like they are really 
checking spending, announce to the 
voters that they have saved’ x mil- 
lions on the President’s program, 
and still give federal employes a 
sizeable raise. 

The proposal would cost over $1 
billion annually for the next three 
years. It will cost a lot less if and 
when it gets through the legisla- 
ture. But it bespeaks the Adminis- 
tration’s determination to raise the 
pay of civil servants. And who of 
you wants to shoot Santa Claus?

New Training Aid Teaches Radio 


FORT MONMOUTH, N.J.—An 
amazingly different training aid 
has been developed and is now in 
use in all radio courses at the Of- 
ficers’ Department of the Army 
Signal School here. 

The aid, a Radio Fundamentals 
Demonstrator, was recently intro- 
duced and’ has met with unre- 
strained praise from everyone who 
has seen it. 

Designed by Vencent A. Abba- 
tiello, a Signal School radio in- 
structor, the new training aid is 
composed of pictorial representa- 
tions of several fundamental radio 
circuits. along with measuring de- 
vices to show what is happening. 
Furthermore, everything that is 
shown pictorially is actually hap- 
pening electrically within the 
training aid. 

The device was built by the 
training aids division of the Signal 
School. 

The radio demonstrator covers 
everything in radio theory up to 
and_ including AM _ transmitters, 
When used as a transmitter, the 
student can actually see the cir- 
cuits involved and through an 
Oscilloscope can see what is being 
transmitted. In addition, a similar 
piece of equipment designed to re- 
ceive a signal transmitted by the 
demonstrator and picture it graph- 
ically is used in the same class- 
room, In this manner the student 
can see the signal as it is sent 
out and observe the same signal as 
it is being received.

a relatively short time what would 
take many extra platform hours to 
explain.” 

Another feature of the device is 
the use of color and lighting to 
simplify and stress points of in- 
terest. Any part of the circuit may 
be added or eliminated by mere- 
ly throwing a switch. And when 
the pictorial representation is 
either added to or taken out of a 
circuit, the same thing is taking 
place electrically. 

Initial response to the aid has 





been enthusiastic. Student officers 
have commented, “This is the first 
time I have seen a training aid 
which so clearly demonstrates radio 
fundamentals.” Many officers, on 
temporary duty here, have ex- 
pressed a desire to have the train- 
ing device for use at their perma- 
nent organizations. Allied officers, 
students at the Signal School, have 
asked to take the diagrams back to 
their countries so they can build 
a similar device for use in their 
native land.

Army Copter 
Rescues AF 
Helicopter 


LIMESTONE, Me.—The Army’s 
medium transport helicopter, a 
twin-engined H-37-B Mojave, 
proved equal to the task of res- 
cuing a stripped 3000 pound Air 
Force helicopter forced down by 
a malfunction during flight last 
week, in the inaccessible wilder- 
ness five miles from Loring AFB. 

The Air Force H-43 Kaman, sin- 
gle-engined helicopter, was ma- 
neuvered by its pilot and set 
down in the only clearing avail- 
able in the tall timber of the 
area. 

In densely wooded and swampy 
country, with the nearest road two 
miles away, the difficult job of 
getting the aircraft back to its 
base at Loring was accomplished 
two days later. 

The Army’s Mojave, piloted by 
2d Lt. Charles G. Baldwin, with 
co-pilot WO Clarence N. Gate- 
wood, Sp5 Erskin C. Clemon, hov- 
ered over the Air Force craft 
while SSgt. D. Burkett, the fourth 
crew member, placed a sling un- 
der the plane and attached a 25- 
foot cable. 

After the engine, tail assembly 
and motor had been removed in 
ten-degree temperature, the Mo- 
jave lifted the lighter H-43-B and 
set it down in front of the opera- 
tions office at Loring Air Force 
Base, five miles away. 

The Army plane, from the 19th 
Transport Co. (Medium Helicop- 
ter), Fort Benning, Ga., was at 
Sikorsky’s Bridgeport plant when 
the Air Force call for assistance 
was received.

© The Procurement Authoriza- 
tion, which gives the Armed Serv- 
ices committees a look at the pro- 
grams of the various services to 
buy planes, ships and missiles. 

The 12 Defense Department pri- 
ority items include: 

e The per diem increase bill, 
which would put the military on 
the same footing as civilian em- 
ployees; that is, give them $16 a 
day, instead of $12 they now re- 
ceive, and would permit payment 
of actual expenses up to $30 a day 
in special cases. 

e A bill to permit payment for 
legal services, and costs of indi- 
viduals accompanying the armed 
forces overseas, if they are arrested 
and put on-trial before foreign 
tribunals. This has become more 
important since the Supreme Court 
decision limiting the applicability 
of the UCMJ with respect to de- 
pendents and civilian employees 
who are U.S. citizens. 

® The Reserve readjustment pay 
bill, to increase readjustment pay 
for involuntary separated Reserv- 
ists to the same level as severance 
pay given Regulars involuntarily 
released. 

@ The flight accrual pay bill 
which permits payment to aviators 
taken off flight status if they have 
held that status for more than 10 
years. 

® A bill to indemnify defense 
contractors whose contracts re- 
quire them to take extra-hazardous 
risks. 

© A bill to limit Defense alloca- 
tion of surplus property to educa- 
tional institutions with satisfactory 
ROTC programs, and to transfer to 
the Depariment of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare requests for sur- 
plus property from such organiza-

@ A bill to give servicemen 
killed, injured or wounded by 
hostile action outside the United 
States during time of “peace” the 
same major benefits’ now given 
veterans of War II and Korea. 
This is not a “cold war GI bill,” 
since it applies only to injury or 
death in combat-type situations. 


® A bill to permit the Presi- 
dent to take over national trans- 
portation systems in the event of 
national emergency, an authority 
he now has for wartime only. 

@ A bill to permit the Military 
and Air Force academies to in- 
crease temporarily the number of 
cadets so that they will be at au- 
thorized cadet corps. strength 
just before graduation (taking 
care of losses from failure, resig- 
nation, injury and so forth), and 
also allowing up to 40 foreign 
students at each of the three serv- 
ice academies. 

@® The retired pay recomputa- 
tion bill, which would allow those 
retired before 1 July 1958 to com- 
pute their pay under the new pay 
scale instead of the old. 

® A bill permitting the Defense 
Department to return the remains 
of dependents to CONUS from 
Alaska and Hawaii, an authority 
which the Department had until 
these former territories became 
States. 

@ A bill permitting disposal of 
certain military property, or parts 
of property, in Hawaii and permit- 
ting the use of proceeds from such 
sales to be used to ‘purchase less 
valuable land in other parts of 
the Islands. 


THE 15 BILLS listed above, ac- 
cording to top Defense officials, 
plus a quarters allowance adjust- 
ment bill, will get the major atten- 
tion and effort of the Defense De- 
partment. 





The Army has indicated an in- 
terest in or is responsible for all 
but two of them: the surplus prop- 
erty donation bill and the trans- 
portation system bill. 

Some of the 32 remaining bills, 
however, are high on the Army list 
of items in: which they are inter- 
ested.

® A bill to validate retirement 
payments made to retired Army 
and Air Eorce enlisted personnel 
wko retired before 1 June 1958 
and were affected by the 1945 
Armed Forces Voluntary Recruit- 
ment Act. 


® A bill to allow qualified mem- 
bers of the armed forces to accept 
awards of grants, fellowships and 
competitive scholarships offered by 
educational institutions and foun- 
dations. 


® A ¢laims bill to permit settle- 
ment of claims of up to $1000 aris- 
ing from certain actions, involving 
the use of government vehicles 
outside the scope of their employ- 
ment. 

® A bill to permit members to 
send househeld goods home from 
overseas in advance of their own 
movement, when the return of such 
goods is determined to be in the 
best interests of the government 
and of the individual. 

®@ A bill permitting disbursing 
officers of one service to give funds 
to an officer of another service 
for the purpose of making dis- 
bursements. ; 

@ A bill to include enlisted serv- 
ice in determining retirement eli- 
gibility for Army or Air Force 
oificers twice failing of promotion 
or otherwise disqualified for pro- 
motion, who therefore face sepa- 
ration.

The veterans benefits proposal 
is seventh on DOD’s list of 37 pro- 
posals to be submitted to Congress 
with the President’s military budg- 
et in January. DOD complete legis- 
lative goals for 1962 are covered 
in amother story in this issue. 

Rep. Olin Teague promises to 
give the proposal “thorough” study 
by the House Veterans Affairs com- 
mittee in January. The Committee 
is planning a study of all veterans 
benefits to see if any of them 
should be broadened to cover 
peacetime veterans and reservists 
who have been called to active 
duty during the current emergency. 

Air Reservists and Air National 
Guardsmen serving near the East 
German border would be covered 
by the legislation, presuming a 
member was injured or killed pro- 
tecting American interest. No 
Army citizen-soldiers are presently 
serving overseas. Under the pro- 
posal, they would not be entitled 
to benefits coverage unless they 
were disabled or killed overseas 
by a hostile, warlike act. 

The benefits package, 
pushed by DOD, would: 

® Provide vocational rehabilita- 
tion training to veterans who are 


being 


injured during peacetime in hos-. 


tile territory. The Senate has be- 
fore it a much broader bill which 
would provide up to four years of 
automatic training to any veteran 





with a 30 percent or higher rated 
disability. Veterans with lower 
rated disabilities would qualify if 
VA determined that they need the 
training. The measure passed the 
House early this year at HR-879. 


@ Provide pensions for surviv- 
ors of veterans who are injured by 
a warlike act and who dies at a 
later date from a non-service-con- 
nected ailment. 


@ Provide a $1600 grant to dis- 
abled veterans to obtain an auto- 
mobile. 

@ Exempt disabled from dual 
compensation restrictions in fed- 
eral employment. 

One part-of the original Army 
proposal has already been passed 
by Congress and signed into law. 
This proposal extends to surviving 
children of peacetime veterans edu- 
cational benefits formerly reserved 
solely for children of deceased 
World War I, Il, and Korea vet- 
erans. The peacetime war orphans 
measure is more restricted, the 
parent must have died during the 
performance of military duty or 
extrahazardous service. 

Gen. James Collins, former Army 
personnel chief, and now com- 
mander of United States Army Pa- 
cific, told Congress in 1960 that 
he felt that “it is only proper and 
just that veterans who are injured 
while serving under hostile and. 
warlike conditions be afforded the 
same major benefits as those pro- 
vided our Korean and World War 
Il veterans.”

FORT HUACHUCA, Ariz. 
—The “battle of the bulge” is 
a term often used to describe 
the. unsavory problem of 
having excess poundage—or 
an uneven distribution of the 
proper amount of weight. 

Thousands of dollars worth of 
pills, hours spent in various types 
of weight reducing courses and 
numerous medicants have all been 
used to combat this problem. Some 
have worked, some will work and 
some will never work. 

Here, at the U.S. Army Elec- 
tronic Proving Ground, a plan has 
been designed by Special Services 
whereby women may enjoy weight 
gaining, weight reducing, muscle 
toning and physical fitness. 

For the women at this post, the 
answer to their problem is to en- 
roll in the “Swim and Gym Class.” 
Started last year as a swimming 
class for women, the program won 
so much popularity among the lo- 
cal ladies that Special Services de- 
cided to expand it this year to in- 
clude both swimming and gymnas- 
tic facilities. 

More than 70 women turned out 
to participate in the first class 
which started in mid-September. 

Sessions were held twice a week, 
with the women receiving instruc- 
tion in swimming, taking part in 
exercises, working with the vibra- 
tor and being baked in the steam 
cabinet. Some used weights to 
strengthen certain parts of their 
bodies, while others groanéd 
through innumerable push-ups and 
sit-ups to condition themselves. 

According to Sp4 Larry Berger, 
instructor and supervisor of the 
program, “If you had a-dollar for 
every pound lost during our swim 
and gym class, you’d be rich.” 

Since the first program proved 
to be so successful, Special Serv- 
ices decided to conduct another 
class, and approximately 40 women 
have enrolled in it. 

On hand again to assist Berger 
in teaching the women to become 
proficient in the art of weight re- 
ducing and conditioning, and to en- 
joy it at the same time, are PFC 
Jerry Cutter and PFC Jim De- 
Maria.

They come in three sizes—standard, miniature and 
toy. For an Army family I heartily recommend a member of 


the toy family. 

We have had Pierre, our little 
black toy poodle, for two years, 
and recently acquired his six-week 
old son, Jaque. It took. only two 
weeks to completely housebreak 
him, and I was working at the 
time and left him in the kitchen 
during the day. 

The toy family ranges in height 
from 10 inches at the shoulder 
down. Depending on location, a 
puppy with AKC papers sells from 
$100 up. But, it is one of the most 
rewarding investments you can

make, and you can regain your 
investment with just one breeding. 
You can receive a stud fee if you 
have a male, and you can sell 
puppies if you have a female. 

After the initial investment, the 
upkeep is very small. Pierre eats 
about one and a half cams of dog 
food a week, supplemented by 
table scaps. If you have to ship the 
pet from one station to another, 
it is a joy to pay for only five and 
a half pounds of dog. 

When we shipped Pierre to 
Okinawa from San Francisco, we 
paid for 11% pounds, since his 
cage weighed six pounds—com- 
pared to approximately 20 pounds 
for a cocker spaniel or 50 pounds 
for a German shepherd. Of course, 
there are trips to the beauty parlor 
for a shampoo and clip, but with a 
little practice and patience you 
can learn to clip the dog yourself. 

As far as children are concerned, 
poodles are wonderful. Our son 
arrived eight months after we 
acquired Pierre and he promptly 
appointed himself official guardian 
of «he baby. He stationed himself 
under the erib and was up on our 
bed -mmediately, nudging me, if 
the baby cried-during the night. 
Now the baby is 17 months old, 
the two have a wonderful time 
playing together.

advised by the dealer in New 
Delhi never to use any kind of 
lacquer on our brass tray. How-

MISSILE CHEMISTS 





They May Break 
‘Smell Barrier’ 


REDSTONE ARSENAL, 


Ala.—Skunk scent can put a 


man into near orbit, but it lacks the punch to power an 
Army missile. Army missilemen proved this in laboratory 


tests. 


Basic research is a vitally nec- 
essary, but lonely jog. When the 
three-man staff of the Army Ord- 
nance Missile Command structural 
chemistry laboratory decided to 
test mercaptans, they found them- 
selves even more alone than usual. 

Mercaptans »s the chemical that 
puts the skunk in skunks. Just 
one of the many chemicals tested 
in the never ending search for 
missile improvements, the pungent 
liquid was analyzed in the lab’s 
spectrograph to determine its pos- 
sible uses in high energy rocket 
fuel. , 

“We found that although it pro- 
duced high energy reaction from 
humans,” Dr. James Merritt, lab 
director said, “We couldn’t use it 
in missiles. 

“We only had a small quantity 
of the chemical, but the odor got 
into the airconditioning system of 
the building. 

“By special request of our col- 
leagues, we went outside to com- 
plete our experiment.” 

- . ~ 

ASIDE FROM the mercaptans, 
structural lab personnel are in- 
volved in the serious business of 
analyzing nose cone properties, 
rocket fuel, and rocket exhaust 
nozzles. 

In this job, they have the dis- 
tinction of being the only labo- 
ratory in the Army with molecular 
structure spectroscopy capabilities 
ranging from ultraviolet to infra- 
red light. 

These Army scientists are gen- 
* erally dealing in the invisible 
since both ultraviolet and infrared 
light can’t be seen by human eyes. 

The light is used to identify the 
molecules in a compound according 
to the light they absorb or emit. 
The light actually takes a picture 
of the molecule and records it 





as a broken line on a photograph- 
ic plate. This process is known as 
spectroscopy. 

Their equipment is so complete 
that they have the capability to 
separate the hydrogen from the 
oxygen in the compound common- 
ly known as water. The molecules 
they examine are too ‘small to 
show up anywhere but on the 
spectrograph. 


ALTHOUGH SMALL, the Struc- 
tural Chemistry Lab. team is a 
highly trained unit. Dr. Merritt 
holds his Ph.D. in physical chem- 
istry from Vanderbilt . University. 
Second Lt. Joseph J. Freal, III, 
has a master’s degree in the same 
subject from the University of 
Notre Dame, and the third man, 
PFC Charles O. Fredregill, Jr., has 
a B.S. in chemistry from the Uni- 
versity of Oklahoma. 

The three men constantly look 
at new compounds. Their studies 
are turned over to other labora- 
tories of AOMC for possible use 
in missile design. 

They also study detonation phe- 
nomena, exploding small quantities 
of missile fuel to see what reac- 
tion missile designers can expect 
from certain compounds. 

“Some of the fuels we test are 
sensitive to light,” Merritt said, 
“So we have to keep them cover- 
ed until we’re ready to test.” 

“Sometimes they make a pretty 
loud noise -but we’ve never had a 
complaint about it. The mercap- 
tans brought our most violent re- 
action, and that came from the 
people in the building. 

“If it has possible application 
in any part of a missile system,” 
Merritt said, “We want to know 
all about it. We’re looking for the 
best material for Army missiles, 
even if it means breaking the smell 





barrier.” 





Kids Keep the Planetarium 
Experts at Eustis on Ball 


FORT EUSTIS, Va.—The Trans- 
portation Training Command’s 
Transportation School planetarium 
here is designed to teach celestial 
navigation to men enrolled in the 
Transportation School’s Harbor- 
craft Deck Officers Course. But an 
important secondary value is its ex- 
cellence as a visual aid in em- 
phasizing astronomy for the school 
children of Tidewater Virginia. 

More than 15,000 visitors, most 
of them school and Scout groups, 
have seen the planetarium since it 
was opened to the public in 1954, 
two years after its development 
and construction in 1952. 

Top day in the history of the 
planetarium came this year on 
Armed Forces Day when 1119 star 
gazers visited the facility.

THE PLANETARIUM is under 
the supervision of the Transporta- 
tion School Watercraft Operations 
Maintenance Branch, headed by 
Maj. Joseph K. Taylor. CWO Car- 
ter C. James, senior instructor of 
the Harborcraft Section, says his 
staff takes a great-deal of pride in 
their work and do a lot of extra 
reading on astronomical subjects to 
be able to answer questions from 
visitors. 

“And you really have to study,” 
he said. “With the emphasis on 
space travel, kids get smarter ever 
year. Sometimes we have to answer 
a question by asking if someone 
else in the group can give the 


correct answer.

JAMES ADDED that his staff 
members are required to know 
only celestial navigation, and plane- 
tarium lectures and tours are an 
extra they enjoy. 

Chief lecturer is Theodore D. 
Alexander, who has been with the 
planetarium since 1954, first as a 
soldier and then as a civilian. 

James said that it is difficult to 
teach celestial navigation without 
demonstrating the principles in a 
planetarium. A much longer course 
would be necessary without the 
planetarium facilities. 

“Just one, graphic demonstration 
inside the planetarium saves hours 
of classroom instruction,” he said. 

The planetarium is also used to 
teach star identification and emer- 
gency navigation.

Meade’s ‘Fallout’ Experts 
Plot Daily ‘Predictions’ 


FORT MEADE, Md. — Suppose 
an enemy one megaton H-bomb 
was exploded over Washington, 
D.C. The fallout — fragments of 
dirt, rock and building materials 
reduced to dust by a blast equal 
to one million tons of TNT — 
would be hurled into the air. 

Contaminated by radioactivity, 
this dust cloud would spread ini- 
tially in whatever direction and 
at whatever speed \the wind hap- 
pened to be blowing at H-hour, 
time of the impact. 

All military installations in the 
primary danger zone would have 
to be warned so that command- 
ers could take necessary action. 

This warning, in the seven states 
of the Second Army area, would 
be based on data prepared by the 
Second Army Radiological Center, 
at Fort Meade. 

+ * * 

THE RADIOLOGICAL Center 
is part of the Second Army Chem- 
ical Office, headed by Col. Rebert 
E. Stoever. This ofifce directs the 
activities of 29 other Second Army 
Radiological Centers and those at 
XX and XXI Army Corps Head- 
quarters. 





To keep their skills sharps, the 
Second Army Radiological Center 
staff daily plots the fallout predic- 
tion that would be valid if. any 
target within the Second Army 
area were hit by a nuclear explo- 
sion. Standard Weather Bureau 
wind reports and nonclassified 
DA nuclear effect scales are the 
only tools needed to prepare a 
fallout prediction, consisting of di- 
rection in which the fallout will 
meve and the speed with which 
it will fall to the bround. 


NORMALLY a fallout predic- 
tion plot can be made in about 
20 minutes. In an emergency de- 
fense situation — where speed is 
vital — the Center could have a 
report ready in half that time. 

Most of the Second Army field 
Radiological Centers are not op- 
erative full time. They are staffed 
by soldiers serving in a wide va- 
riety of duties and include, at 
smaller military installations DA 
civilians. Unit proficiency is main- 
tained by a continuous training 
program, annual inspection by Sec- 
ond Army Headquarters, and a 





monthly test problem.

THE MAJOR portion of this ex- 
penditure is for such services as 
stevedoring and terminal opera- 
tions here and elsewhere in the 
Command.

Pro Pay for Marksmanship? 


By Col. CHARLES ASKINS 


ONSIDERATION is being given to the establishment of pro pay for marksmanship. The 
idea has plenty of merit. The average trooper isn’t much shakes as a sharpshooter. A 
few bucks as incentive remuneration would change his attitude most beneficially. Nothing 


talks like money these high- 
priced days, We've tried for 
these past two decades.to interest 
the average soldier in bettering his 
aim by handing him neat little 
badges. He 
tosses them in 
his footlocker, 
and forgets ’em. 
But a small 
chunk of fold- 
ing green every 
30 days would 
put the deadeye 
dick business in 
an altogether 
different light. 
We used to says 
put out what ASKINS 
amounted to pro pay for straight 
shooting. This went by the board 
before War 2 mostly because of a 
lack of coin of the realm. Too, 
there was no_ inconsiderable 
amount of skullduggery involved 
in the scoring. This was back in 
the days before Trainfire, and the 
targets were operated out of the 
It was a sad buddy indeed 
down at the targets who once in a 
while did not jab a sharp pencil 
through the bull. He know his 
turn would come on the rifle end 
and while he couldn’t be sure he’d 
have an old pal pulling targets for 
him it.was a close knit little Army 
in those gladsome days and one 
feller sort of helped the other. 
This mutual assistance pact got 
noised about a bit too much and 
was given some pretty serious 
consideration when, along with 
budgetary limitations, the profi- 
ciency pay for marksmanship was 


given the heave-ho. 
« « * 


TRAINFIRE has eliminated the 
pits. Also reduced the hazards of 
overly sharp pencils. The score 
ecards could be policed so that 
knavery in toting up the totals 
would not be too much of a prob- 
lem. Pro pay now goes to the 
holders of a great many different 
MOS, ultimately it will be éxtend- 
ed to virtually every MOS. Re- 
warding the trooper for his qual- 
ity riflery should be included. 

Proficiency pay has been on the 
books for several years. The his- 
tory of the program indicates that 
each annual exam requires a high- 
er and higher score to qualify 
There is no ceiling established and 
cut-off marks continue to climb, 
much to the disgust of practically 
every NCO in the program, 

Should pro pay be extended to 
the rifle-wielding file, you may be 
sure its course would run along 
similar lines. The first year scores 
would not be so high to qualify 
for the compensation. The ne- 
cessity for requalification the year 
following, with its inevitably 
higher marks, would see many fall 
by the wayside. In a period of 
three years or so the cut-aff score 
would be quite *s lofty in the 
marksmanship field as it is today 
in other specialties. 

Such a situation would be a 
healthy thing. It would spur those 
marksmen who had gained the 
stipend to greater effort not only 
during the regularly scheduled 
preliminary marksmanship train- 
ing but to a lot of extra practice on 
their own time. Their interest 
would provide incentive to those 
others not yet drawing the pay, 
and altogether it would profit our 
shooting. ;

THE ATOMIC battlefield will be 
a lonely place where a single di- 
vision will cover 30 miles of front.

a matter of fact SLA Marshall 
found out from several thousand 
interviews that they didn’t even 
shoot much. 

Partly as a result of his poor 
aim, coupled with a failure to fire 
enough, some regimental com- 
manders encouraged their men to 
employ marching fire. That is, 
the man was told to trigger off a 
shot every 10 to 20 stéps. Not at 
anything in particular just in the 
direction of the enemy. This came 
to be thought pretty effectvie and 
carried through to the end of the 
war.

Employees 


Being Helped by Army 


WASHINGTON—Excellent pro- 
gress is being made in finding em- 
ployment for employees at four 
major Army ordnance installations 
which are being inactivated, Secre- 
tary of The Army Elvis J. Stahr, 
Jr. said this week. 

The four installations, which will 
be inactivated by 30 June 1964, are 
the Benicia Arsenal in Benicia, 
Calif; the Raritan Arsenal in 
Metuchen, N.J.; the Rossford Ord- 
nance Depot in Toledo, Ohio, and 
the Mt. Rainier Ordnance Depot in 
Tacoma, Wash. 

A total of 8472 employees were 


affected at these four Army ord- 
nance installations at the time of 
the Secretary of Défense’s an- 





nouncement of 30 March 1961. As 
of 8 Dec. 1961, personnel actions 
affecting 2049 employees had-been 


accomplished, Of this number, 529 
employees were placed in other 
ordnance positions, 280 in other 
Army jobs, and 424 in de- 
fense installations. Further, 119 
were placed with other federal 
agencies and 76 in private iftdustry, 

Only 88 employees were separat- 
ed because of the inactivation, and 
then only after each declined to ac- 
cept transfer to other ordnance de- 
pots or to job vacancies at other 
ordnance installations. Most of 
these 88 have been given tempor- 
ary continuing assignments. “Norm- 
al turnover factors — deaths, re- 
tirements, resignations and term- 
inations — account for the remain- 
ing 533 reductions. 
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
